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THE PURE DRUGS LAW. 


It appears that some of the sections 
of the pure food and drug law which 
goes into effect on the first of January, 
1907, are variously interpreted and are 
not so clear and explicit as they should 
be, In order to plainly state some of the 
provisions of the bill the chairman of 
the Committee on Proprietary Goods of 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation has issued a circular letter to 
the trade giving information to manu- 
facturers and dealers which makes 
clear some of the points that had not 
been fully understood, and our Wash- 
ington correspondent gives further ex- 
planations of some of the provisions of 
the law gathered from interviews with : 
members of the commission appointed ' 


to draft regulations for the enforce- 
ment of the new law. The letter of 
our correspondent and that of the 
chairman of the Proprietary Goods 


Committee will be found in this issue 


of the Reporter and will repay careful 
perusal. 

The committee appointed to draft 
regulations will meet in the city of 
New York on September 17 and will 


hold daily sessions in order to give 
hearings for the purpose of receiving 
such oral and written arguments as 
manufacturers and dealers may desire 
to submit with regard to the scope and 
character of the proposed regulations. 
As it is desirable that the regulations 
be completed in time for promulga- 
tion before November 1, in order that 
manufacturers and dealers may have 
ample time in which to familiarize 
themselves with their requirements be- 
fore the law goes into effect, it is im- 
portant that those who desire to pre- 
sent their views shall not fail to do so 
promptly. Sections 8 and 11 are prom- 
inent among those which should re- 
ceive attention and early presentation 
be made of the views of those most in- 
terested or affected as to the scope and 
character of the regulations govern- 
ing them. Section 8 is by no means 


it is not certain that the regulations 
decided upon by the commission will 
authoritatively define the requirements. 
If they can not then recourse must be 
had to additional legislation in the way 
of amendments. No wne will pretend 
to say that the bill as passed is a per- 
fect law, not considering section 8, and 
the practical operation of the law will 
doubtless show many defects not 
patent at present. 

Section 11 is of special importance to 
importers and their views should be 
presented to the commission. The pro- 
viso that goods may be delivered to the 
consignee pending examination and de- 
cision should be amended, as in its 
present form it must be regarded as 
unjust, as it compels the consignee to 
hold the same intact for an indefinite 
period. In this case it is not a ques- 
tion of the amount of duty to be de- 
termined, which can later be adjusted 
after the goods are sold, but should 
any of this class be sold and the goods 
later be forbidden entry the owner 
would be liable to heavy penalties. 
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THE OPIUM SITUATION. 


The tone of the opium market may 
be best judged from the events of the 
past few days. Early in the week it 
became known that one holder of 
opium had reduced his price about 
three per cent. Other prominent hold- 
ers followed suit, with the result that 
the lower quotation became general. 
Later in the week there was a return 
to the higher quotation that had pre- 
vailed previously. This uncertainty, 
which makes values extremely sensi- 
tive, is but a duplication of the condi- 
tions that appear to prevail in primary 
markets. Smyrna and Constantinople 
houses prognosticate declines in value 
in one letter, only to announce an ad- 
vance by next mail. Meanwhile the 
extent of the last crop remains still 
unknown, and so far as the present 
crop is concerned arrivals at Smyrna 
and Constantinople are reported at 
least four times as large as at the 
corresponding period of last year, so 
that the continuance of the -upward 
movement causes considerable surprise. 

An interesting fact regarding opium 
imports is contained in the statistics of 
imports for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1906. Opium shipments from Asia 
during the past three years were as

It will be seen that there was an in- 
crease of fully forty per cent. in opium 
imported from England during the 
past year. We are therefore justified 
in concluding that instead of becom- 
ing more numerous, direct shipments 
of opium from primary markets are 
becoming infrequent, while the English 
intermediaries appear to be gaining 
trade in the United States. 
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THE CASCARA SAGRADA OUT- 
LOOK. 


Within a week or two the gatherers 
of cascara sagrada bark will stop peel- 
ing. After September 1, the rainy sea- 
son is expected to set in, and as bark 
which has been exposed to bad weather 
cannot be properly cured gatherers 
close their season about the end of 
August. Estimates of the new crop 
vary, as they have always varied. Some 
say there will be three hundred tons, 
others estimate the yield will not be 








over two hundred. The world’s an- 
nual consumption is placed at about 
one thousand tons, so that the crop 
will, under all circumstances, be a 
short one, The cascara sagrada mar- 
ket has so far been comparatively free 
from undue manipulation by means of 
too pessimistic or too optimistic crop 
predictions. As it takes several years 
after the bark has been thus collected 
before it has sufficiently aged to be 
available for pharmaceutical use a 
short crop is not felt instantly, and a 
succeeding larger crop may make up 
for the deficiency without values being 
affected. As will be seen from the fol- 
lowing table of New York market 
prices, cascara sagrada values have 
varied comparativeiy little during the 
past two years:—

The year 1903 was an exceptional one 
and values at the present time may be 
said to be normal. In London a good 
demand is noted and pharmaceutical 
houses there are following the custom 
of the American users of the bark in 
ageing it themselves, Baltimore buy- 
ers some time ago erected a separate 
building for that purpose. 

This year’s crop will come principally 
from the remote sections of the Pacific 
coast. Labor in the principal collect- 
ing districts is reported to have been 
diverted to the more profitable work of 
railroad building, and this factor ac- 
counts largely for the decreased output. 
As matters stand the bark is in a very 
firm position, but whether a radical ad- 
vance in values will ensue depends 
principally upon how intense will be 
the competition among English buyers 
for the new crop. 


MENHADEN FISHING. 


Since the opening of the menhaden 
fishing season unfavorable weather and 
scarcity of fish, both in the North and 
South, served to curtail the catch thus 
far for the season, taking into consid- 
eration that the Northern fleet added 
seven more steamers. The total num- 
ber of fish caught thus far this sea- 
son equals that at the same time last 
season, but it is claimed that fish, both 
North and South, have been running 
small and yielded little oil. The total 
production of oil thus far shows a 
falling off compared with the corre- 
sponding time last year. Owing to the 
continued light catches in the North 
six steamers of the Fisheries’ fleet have 
been ordered to go South to prosecute 
fishing there. The steamer Falcon, 
owned by the above company, was 
wrecked recently on the east end of 
Long Island. As a result of the light 
fishing at Chesapeake Bay several 
large manufacturers of fish oil closed 
down their plants temporarily. Little 
interest has been manifested by buy- 
ers here and by exporters in crude 
menhaden oil, and few contracts have 
been closed. Their ideas on prices 
have been considerably below those of 
manufacturers, and the latter, in many 
instances, particularly in the South, 
have been tanking their oil, pending an 
improvement in the inquiry. In pressed 
oils trade has been slow and sales of 
a small routine character. It is hoped 
that with favorable weather fishing 
will improve during the balance of the 
season. Large pressers of menhaden 
oil have been provoked over circulated 
reports here to the effect that a cer- 
tain fisheries company is pressing and 
selling oil direct to consumers, thus 
making severe inroads into the for- 
mer’s business. According to the be- 
lief of some merchants in the local 
market it looks as if the few remaining 
pressers of menhaden oil will eventu- 
ally be driven out of the business ow- 
ing to the closer relations between the 
consumers and fishermen, 

In menhaden fish scrap contracts for

the bulk of the season’s output have 
been booked at full prices on the parity 
of last year’s figures for dried and acid- 
ulated scrap. Owing to the light fish- 
ing and a relative decrease in the total 
production thus far this season dealers 
during the past four or five weeks have 
been disinclined to book additional 
contracts covering future deliveries, 
they showing a preference to hold aloof 
pending the outcome of fishing later

JULY PETROLEUM STATIS- 
TICS. 


The reports of the pipe lines giving 
the statistics of the production and de- 
liveries of crude petroleum in the 
Northern producing States during the 
month of July, and of the stocks in 
tanks and pipe lines at the close of the 
month, again show radical changes 
from the reports for the month preced- 
ing. The production shows but trifling 
difference, there being reported an in- 
crease of about 2,000 barrels, though 
there was an increase in the production 
of the higher grades of over 24,000 bar- 
rels and a decrease of over 22,000 bar- 
rels of the lower or Lima grades. These 
differences in themselves would be of 
little account, but the very large 
production in Illinois swells the avail- 
able supplies of the lower grades to 
an amount which has had a depress- 
ing influence. The deliveries during 
July showed a further falling off to the 
extent of about 732,000 barrels, which is 
believed to be due to the use of oils 
produced in Illinois and the mid-conti- 
nent fields. There has been no such 
decrease in the consumption of oil as 
the statistics of deliveries from the old- 
er producing States would indicate and 
it is probable that the total amount of 
oil going to the refineries was larger 
than during June. In an estimation 
of the total consumption of crude for 
conversion into the various products 
the large quantities of Texas oil util- 
ized should also be taken into consid- 
eration. It is noteworthy that of the 
total decrease in deliveries of crude 
from the Northern States 841,000 barrels 
was of the Lima grades, to which class 
the oils from Illinois and Kansas be- 
long, and shows that the use of these 
has displaced the product from Ohio 
and Indiana, as the aeliveries of the 
higher grades from the other Northern 
States show an increase of over 100,000 
barrels. The stocks in possession of 
the pipe lines at the close of the month 
show an increase of nearly 279,000 bar- 
rels, both classes of oils showing a 
similar increase. Viewing the July sta- 
tistics of the Northern fields alone, or 
in connection with those of Illinois and 
the mid-continent fields, they must be 
regarded as decidedly bearish and war- 
ranting the recent reductions in price, 
although the producers of the high 
grade or Pennsylvania oils contend 
that with a production of only about 
two and one-quarter million barrels 
per month and stock amounting to less 
than four million barrels the position 
is strong and the price should not be 
affected by the surplus production of 
the lower grade oils, as the latter do 
not contain some of the more valuable 
products obtained from Pennsylvania 
crude. 

The total production in the older pro- 
ducing States during the month of 
July, including the States of Pennsyl- 
vania, New York, West Virginia, Ohio 
and Indiana, amounted to 3,426,717 bar- 
rels, showing an increase, as compared 
with the production during the month 
preceding, of 1,877 barrels. The total 
was made up of 2,269,772 barrels of the 
Pennsylvania grades and 1,156,945 bar- 
rels of the Lima grades, the former 
showing an increase of 24,538 barrels 
and the latter a decrease of 22,661 bar- 
rels. The deliveries during July 
amounted to only 3,297,676 barrels, 
showing a decrease of 731,966 barrels, 
The total deliveries comprised 2,246,206 
barrels of the Pennsylvania grades and 
1,051,470 barrels of the Lima grades, the 
former showing an increase of 109,392 
barrels and the latter a decrease of 
$41,358 barrels. The stocks in posses- 
sion of the pipe lines at the close of the 
month amounted to 14,115,448 barrels, 
showing additions during the month of 
278,716 barrels. The total stocks were 
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made up of 3,809,060 barrels of the 


Pennsylvania grades and 10,306,388 bar- 


rels of the Lima grades, the former 
showing an increase of 142,427 barrels 
and the latter an increase of 136,289

OBITUARY. 


J. T, Williams. 


J. T. Williams, senior member of the 
firm of C. K. Williams & Co., died July 
21, at his home at Easton, Pa., after an 
illness of nearly a year.

Olive Oil Measurements. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers has announced a decision 
which deals with the manner of meas- 
uring olive oil. There was no question 
about the rate, which is 50 cents a gal- 
lon, under paragraph 40 of the tariff 
act. The point at issue was as to the 
manner of measurement. It has been 
the custom for the customs officers to 
estimate the amount of oil by measur- 
ing the tins in which it comes. They 
vary from half a gallon to five gallons 
in capacity. The outside measurement 
of the tins is taken, and an allowance 
is made for the thickness of the tin. 

Judge Somerville, who writes the 
opinion of the board, says that this 
measurement is inaccurate, to say the 


least. Frequently the corners” are 
rounded, and the cans are seldom en- 
tirely full. Under Section 2837 of the

Free Entry for Crude Petroleum 
into Cuba. 


Edwin V. Morgan, minister to Cuba, 
under date of July 9, explains that in 
a former report on an increase in the 
duty on starch, it was stated that the 
enhanced charge was related to a pro- 
ject for placing crude petroleum, 
known under the name of fuel oil, on 
the free list. The minister says:— 


In the discussion of the bill it was al- 
leged that cheap fuel oil was especially 
needed as a substitute for wood in order 
to prevent the further deforestation of the 
hills, which has already proceeded suf- 
ficiently far to threaten to affect the 
climate unfavorably and to injure the fer- 
tilitv. of certain agricultural sections. 
Fuel oil, according to weight, costs less 
than wood and is handled more easily and 
cheaply; it gives 25 per cent. more heat 
than hard coal and four more times than 
wood and freight on it is one-half less 
than on these two articles. Certain plants 
also, such as “marabu”’ and “‘bilijagua,” 
which are seriously detrimental to the 
fields that they overrun, can be destroyed 
bv its use 

Petroleum at present is not imported as 
a mannfacturing fuel, and the customs 


tariff does not take cognizance of it in 
that character. Crude oil derived from 
schists. including crude petroleum and 


axle grease for cars and carts. pays $1.40 
per 100 kilograms; and other mineral oils, 


rectified or refined, intended for illumina- 
tion or lubrication, pay $3.50 per 100 kilo- 


grams. Military order No. 97, series of 
191, authorized a reduction of 40 per cent, 
on crude petroleum imported for the pur- 
pose of manufacturing gas, a reduction 
which is also enjoyed by cordage oil under 
section ‘‘a’’ of Paragraph VII, “imported 
by and used exclusively for cordage works 
in their manufacture of rope and cordage, 
provided that the importation be made at 
the direct demand of the president of the 
cordage company, and that the latter sub- 
mit their works at all times to the inspec- 
tion of the customs authorities, and that 
the importer gives such bond as may be 
thought necessary by the acting collec- 
or. 

Should crude petroleum for use as fuel 
in cane mills be granted this reduction 
the desired object can not be obtained, 
and for that reason it seems expedient to 
place it on the free list. 

Following is the text of the bill which 
passed the House during the late session 
of Congress and which is not unlikely to 
be approved by the Senate at the ap- 
proaching session:— 

Article 1. Crude petroleum, called in English 
“fuel oil," is hereby declared free of customs 
duties upon importation, provided that it be 
introduced as a combustible for the manufac- 
ture of sugar, or for use as an insecticide or 
germicide, and for the destruction of harmful 
plants, and is imported by agriculturists or 
sugar planters. 

Article 2. Said fuel oil shall be imported in 
sailing vessels or in tank steamers, and its 
density shail not exceed 25 Baume (9.045 spe- 
cifle gravity). 

Article 3. Shippers under authorization of the 
executive, and who fulfill the requisites called 
for in such authorization, are exempt from the 
provisions prescribed in the foregoing article, 
provided that the petroleum imported does not 
exceed 100 gallons in any one receptacle. 


Article 4. The executive shall issue the in- 
structions he deems necessary for the exact 
fulfillment of this law, and shall say what 


plants are to be classified as harmful for the 
purposes of the same. 

Article 5. This law shall take effect upon the 
day following its publication in the official

U.S, Glass Co.’s Report 


A fairly satisfactory year’s business 
is commented upon by President Daniel 
C. Ripley, of the United States Glass 
Co., in his report to stockholders for the 


fiscal year ending June 30, 1906. He 
states that the sales of the company

N. W. D. A. on Pure Drugs Law 


John N. Carey, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Proprietary Goods of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Druggists’ Associa- 
tion, has sent to the trade the following 
circular letter giving needed informa- 
tion to dealers throughout the coun- 


try:— 
Indianapolis, Aug. 13, 1906. 

Referring to the national pure food and 
drug law, which will go into effect Jan. 
1, 197, Mr. M. N. Kline, of Philadelphia, 
who is the chairman of our Committee on 
Legislation and also a prominent manu- 
facturer, writes as follows:— 

“As the law clearly expresses, all medicines 
used in interstate commerce after January 1, 
1907, containing any alcohol or any narcotics 
mentioned in the bill, will have to be labeled 
according to its requirements. To save ex- 
pense and trouble in relabeling goods in the 
hands of dealers, or exchanging them, manu- 
facturers of pharmaceuticals and of proprie- 
tary medicineg all feel inclined, I am sure, 
to begin to hel their medicines at once in 
accordance with the requirements of the bill. 
But, unfortunately, it is not clear to the man- 
ufacturers whether the percentage of alcohol 
to be printed on the label is to be the propor- 
tion used in the menstruum, or the proportion 
present in the finished product, and if the lat- 
ter, whether those having charge of the exe- 
cution of the law will insist upon the exact 
percentage or approximate percentage. 

“Under the terms of the law, in section 8 
it is provided ‘that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, the Secretary of Agriculture and the Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor shall make uni- 
form rules and regulations for carrying out the 
provisions of this act." I am informed by Dr. 
Wiley, who is at the head of the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the Agricultural Department, and 
who will have a great deal to do with the 
framing of these regulations, that this com- 
mission proposes to arrange for public hear- 
ings in New York City beginning with Sep- 
tember 17, and after having gone thoroughly 
into the subject and submitting their conclu- 
gions to the United States Attorney General, 
will publish the regulations. 

“Of course, in proprietary medicines the pro- 
portion of alcohol is uniform and there will be 
no question, so far as they are concerned. as 
to what ought to go on the label, but it is 
likely that this commission will also define 
the size of type to be used in printing this in- 
formation on the label, so that I think it might 
be unwise even for the manufacturers to be- 
gin to print these labels before the commls- 
sion has finished its work. 

“As to whether the manufacturers should 
ejther exchange or relabel goods coming under 
the requirements of this bill, in the hands of 
jobbers, I do not think there is any questton 
Each manufacturer is bound to put his goods 
in salable condition, and while they can be 
handled within the State without relabeling, 
any of them that enter into interstate com- 
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merece will have to be relabeled before the 
jobber can send them out, and the jobber has 
a right to look to the manufacturer to put his 


goods in salable condition.’’ 

The following is quoted from a circular 
issucd by the Dr. Miles Medical Co, con- 
cerning the new law:— 

‘‘We propose to label our goods soon as 
the departments charged with the execution of 
the law the necessary instructions. Job- 
bers need have little concern for stocks on 
hand January 1, 1907, and retailers none at all 
Stocks within any State on the date named are 
not affected by the law unless shipped out of 
the State after such date The stock of the 
retailer may therefore be large 
his pleasure, and the jobber may 
in his own State of any goods subject to 
provisions of the law but not properly ls 

“In the District of Columbia, the % 
and the insular possessions, which are direct 
under the control of the National Congress, 
the sale of adulterated and misbranded articles 
is prohibited after January 1, 1907, and any 
medicines which contain alcohol, morphine,

opium, cocaine, heroin, alpha or beta eucaine, 
chloroform, cannabis indica, chloral hydrate, 
or acetanilid, or derivatives or preparations of 
any such substances, must be so labeled as to

Of course it should be borne in mind 
that the dealers in any State which has 
laws upon this subject must also comply 


with the provisions thereof. 


This circular is issued for the informa- 
tion of manufacturers and dealers, and it 
contains all that we can tell them in re- 


gard to this matter at the present time,

6. This defendant says that it knows the 
persons mentioned in paragraph 6 of the 
bill, but not by the name in that para- 
graph used, viz.: ‘‘Direct-Contract Pro- 
prietors,’’ and it knows that such persons 
are engaged in the manufacture and sale 
of proprietary articles and medicines men- 
tioned in said paragraph 6, but how they 
conduct their business and to what ex- 
tent, if at all, they sell the products of 
their manufacture to wholesale dealers in 


such commodities tn other States of the 
United States, this defendant is not in- 
formed and cannot state. 


7. This defendant says that prior to 
August 10, 1900, the manufacturers of 
drugs, medicines, proprietary articles and 
medicines, surgical supplies, plasters and 
druggists’ sundries in the United States 
were independent of each other in the 
matter of conducting the trade carried on 
by them respectively, and, so far as this 
defendant is informed and believes, prior 
to that date the wholesale dealers in said 
commodities were independent of each 
other and the retail dealers therein were 
independent of each other, in the sense in 
which the words “independent of each 
other" are used in paragraph 7 of the bill. 
This defendant says that it has no knowl- 
edge of the fact, if such be the fact, that 
prior to or on or about August 10, 1900, or 
at any other time, the defendants, the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Associa- 
tion and its members had by agreement 
with the prominent manufacturers of 
druggists’ commodities confined the sales 
of the products of said manufacturers at 
wholesale prices to those wholesale deal- 
ers who had agreed to sell said products 
to the retail dealer at a price predeter- 
mined by the manufacturer without re- 
gard to competitive conditions and at a 
price higher than would have obtained in 
the absence of such agreement, but this 
defendant denies that at said time or at 
any other time Eli Lilly & Co. as an asso- 
ciate member of said National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association, was a party to or 
in any way consented to any such agree- 
ment and denies that Eli Lilly & Co., as 
a prominent manufacturer or as a manu- 
facturer of any rank whatsoever, agreed 
with said National Wholesale Druggists” 
Association or any of its members, either 
expressly or tacitly, that it would confine 
the sales of its products at wholesale 
prices to those wholesale dealers who had 
agreed to sell said products to the retail 
dealer at a price predetermined by Eli 
Lilly & Co, without regard to competitive 





conditions and at a price higher than 
would have been obtained but for such 
agreement. 


This defendant denies that subsequently 
to August 10, 1900, or at any other time the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Associa- 
tion or any of its agents requested in any 
way Eli Lilly & Co. to limit its sales at 
wholesale prices to wholesale dealers 
named ina list of wholesale dealers to be 
compiled by a joint committee composed 
of the Proprietary Committee of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Druggists’ Association 
and its members, the Executive Commit- 
tee of the National Association of Retail 
Druggists and a committee delegated by 
the Proprietary Association of America: 
and this defendant denies that it was 
ever at any time a member of said 
Proprietary Association of America. 
Whether such request was made to other 
manufacturers of medicines, proprietary 
articles and pharmaceutical preparations, 
this defendant is not informed, save by 
the averments of the bill. This defendant 
denies that Eli Lilly & Co. ever entered 
into any conspiracy, combination, asso- 
clation, agreement, method or plan of 
conducting its business and selling its 
products either lawful or unlawful, in- 
tended or calculated to restrain and pre- 
vent competition in the trade and com- 
merce among the several States carried 
on by the manufacturers of and wholesale 


dealers in proprietary medicines and 
among retail druggists and to suppress 
the competition theretofore existing be- 


tween said manufacturers, said wholesale 
dealers and the said dealers in said inter- 


state trade and commerce. 

8. This defendant denies that Eli Lilly 
& Co., either before, on or after August 
10, 19, agreed either individually or 


otherwise or in any way whatsoever con- 
tracted with any person whatsoever or 
association of persons whatsoever to sell 
the articles of its manufacture at prices 
lower than the prices which are by para- 





graph & of the bill denominated “list” 
prices only to wholesale dealers whose 
names appeared upon a list which is 
styled in said paragraph 8 of the. bill, 
“recognized jobbers list,”’ but this de- 
fendant avers that before, on and contin- 
uously since August 10, 1900, Eli Lilly & 


Co. has sold its products at its own pub- 
lished prices, subject to a graduated scale 
of discount to wholesale and retail dealers 
selected by said Eli Lilly & Co. itself, 
and independently of any suggestion or 
recommendation of any other person and 
especially without regard to the before 
mentioned, so-called ‘‘recognized jobbers 


list." The names of the said wholesalers 
to whom said Eli Lilly & Co. have sold 
and have been willing to sell and their 


respective places of business have beeen 
and are by said Eli Lilly & Co. printed 
on a dated sheet several times each year, 
which sheets have been and are circulated 
by Eli Lilly & Co. through the United 
States mails to all persons named on said 


sheets as ‘‘wholesale dstributers’’ of the 
products of Eli Lilly & Co. and to the 
retail druggists throughout the United 


States; said printed list of wholesale dis- 
tributers of Eli Lilly & Co. includes and 
each thereof has included some, but not 
all, of the names of wholesalers which 
have appeared and do appear in the so- 


called “recognized jobbers list’? and in- 
cludes and each thereof has included 
some names of wholesaler which 


have not so appeared and do not so ap- 
pear in the so-called ‘‘recognized jobbers 
list.’"’ Eli Lilly & Co. issued the first of 
its said lists in the year 1901 or the year 
1902, but this defendant cannot say defi- 
nitely in which of said years and the last 
of said lists of Eli Lilly & Co. was issued 
and circulated in the month of April, 1906, 
and a copy thereof, it being a type of 
all preceding ones, is as follows:— 

This defendant says that said Eli Lilly 
& Co. continuously from the issuance of 
its said first list have sold and do now sell 


to all wholesale distributers whose 
names at the time appear on said list of 
Eli Lilly & Co. on the same terms and 


at the same pone which prices always 
have been and are made by said Eli Lilly 
& Co. alone, and which prices have been 
and are from time to time changed by 
this defendant acting independently of all 
other persons and associations and as de- 
termined by competitive conditions, such 
conditions applying to the manufactured 
products and the raw material, of which 
they are composed as such conditions 
exist from time to time in the open mar- 
ket. That such competitive conditions did 
in fact exist before, on and continuously 
since August 10, 1900. Such changes in 
prices of this defendant's products are, 
and have been, announced at the time 
they were or are made in the said printed 
list of this defendant or printed circulars 
supplemental thereto. 

This defendant is not and has not been 
a party to any agreement or understand- 
ing with any other person or body or 
with any resolution of any association or 
body to the effect that this defendant 
would pay or refrain from paying freight 
on the goods it ships to its customers, or 
that it would conform to uniform terms 
and discounts as adopted by the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association or by 
any other person or body and that the 
terms and discounts and freights are not 
a part of the prices fixed and so an- 
nounced, as aforesaid, by this defendant 
for the sale of its goods. 

This defendant says that Eli Lilly & 
Co, have never, either expressly or tacitly, 
agreed with any person, association or 
body of persons not to sell its products 
to that class of retail dealers who are 
designated in the bill and are and for more 
than ten years last past have been known 
to the trade as “aggresive cutters,’ but 
Eli Lilly & Co., for its own business rea- 
sons and without and independently of 
any suggestion, recommendation or 
agreed plan of and with any other person 
whatsoever, has always refused to sell 
and still refuses to sell its products to 
any person so as aforesaid classed as an 
aggressive cutter and no change in that 
behalf in the business policy and method 
of Eli Lilly & Co. was made or occurred 
on or after August 10, 1900. This defend- 
ant says that it never at any time agreed 
with any person, body or association what- 
soever that it would not sell its products 
to any person named in the list of so- 
called “aggressive cutters’’ averred in the 
bill to have been supplied by the Natlonal 
Association of Retail Druggists and the 
agents of said last mentioned association, 
but this defendant has prior to, on and 
ever since August 10, 19, made for itself 
inquiries and investigation respecting the 
character and methods of business of any 
and every prospective customer of itself 
and upon such inquiries and investigations 
has decided for itself and independently 
of any suggestion or recommendation of 
said National Association of Retail Drug- 
gists and the agents of said last men- 
tioned association whether any such pro- 
spective customer of itself is or is not in 
its judgment a person to whom it will 
not sell because of the fact that he be- 
longed to the class of persons so as afore- 
said styled ‘‘aggressive cutters.”’ 

This defendant says that it has no 
knowledge save as it is informed by the 
bill, of any agreement pursuant to which 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation and its members place upon the 
so-called “recognized jobbers lists’? only 
those wholesale dealers in the commodi- 
ties manufactured by the manufacturers 
styled in the bill, ‘‘Tripartite Proprietors,” 
who agree to sell the commodities sold 
by them without preference to any par- 
ticular article yielding more profit; to 
refrain from asking discounts greater 
than those prevailing, to cease to manu- 
facture or sell non-secret compounds of 
like character manufactured by any of 
said so-called “Tripartite Proprietors’’:; 
to sell to retail or wholesale dealers only 
at prices fixed by the manufacturer and 
to refuse to sell at any price to persons 
recognized as “aggressive cutters” or as 
suppliers of such “cutters’’ by said so- 
caikd “Tripartite Proprietors’’; and this 
defendant says that it has never been 
eitner an active or a secret party to any 
such agreement and that it has never 
cither directly or indirectly received or 
been offered any advantage, benefit or 
profit from, or by reason of, the existence 
of such agreement, if one exists. 

This defendant says that it has no 
knowledge of any agreement respecting 
the compiling and supplying by the Na- 
tional Association of Retail Druggists and 
its agents of any list of “aggressive cut- 
ters’’ save as informed by the averments 
of the bill, and this defendant says that 
it has no knowledge, save as informed by 


the bill, of the method and plan in ae- 
cordance with which such list of “ag- 
gressive cutters” is prepared, and this 
defendant denies that it is or ever has

Nothing of special interest in the 
market for paints and color® could be 
traced and prices continue to rest on a 
steady basis. There has been a better 
inquiry for lead products for early fall 
shipments, but in most instances large 
buyers have sufficient supplies on out- 
standing contracts to tide them over 
the balance of the year. In the dry 
color line trade continues seasonably 
quiet, with some weakness in prices of 
carmine No. 40, while other colors re- 
main steady in tone. There is little 
doing in fall shipments, and grinders 
appear to be inclined not to make con- 
tracts but to purchase lots as they are 
needed to fill requirements. In the 
oxides a firm tone is apparent, in sym- 
pathy with the strong market for the 
metal. Prospects for steady prices 
throughcut the balance of the year re- 
main intact. 

White Lead, Zines, Ete, 

WHITE LEAD.—Owing to the slight 
improvement in the weather, which was 
favorable for painting, there has been 
a slight increase in the movement of 
supplies of particularly lead in_ oil. 
Sales of parcels for prompt delivery 
show ae slight increase also. The 
withdrawals on contracts by dealers 
and other large consumers for the 
week have been fairly good for this 
time of the year. In most instances, 
buyers have ample stocks to meet their 
requirements well into the fall months. 
Prices are quoted firm and are only 
being shaded when orders from. the 
government and city are placed on the 
market, which bring out competition. 
Additional orders for supplies for fall 
delivery covered parcels on the basis of 
74c. and upward, according to terms 
of sale, less the usual rebate for large 
lots. Dry lead has been steady but de- 
liveries on orders are held in abeyance 
to some extent, as a number of the 
grinders’ plants are closed down, Other 
consuming outlets are withdrawing 
fair quantities. There has been no 
pressure to sell and prices remain firm 
on the basis of 6%c. and upward, ac- 
cording to quantity, make and seller. 
Prices of foreign makes of lead in oil 
remain unchanged and firm in response 
to a seasonable demand. 

RED LEAD.—Moderate stocks in ex- 
cess of those required for contract de- 
liveries serves to hold prices steady. 
There is an increased inquiry for fall 
delivery and orders embraced lots on 
the basis of 74c. and upward, accord- 
ing to make and terms of sale. Eng- 
lish has been quiet and steady on the 
basis of 84c. and upward with an in- 
creased inquiry for glassmakers grades 
for early fall delivery on the basis of 
84c. and upward, according to grade 
and terms of sale. German has met 
with a better inquiry for supplies for 
fall delivery and orders have been 
booked on the basis ef 84c. and up- 
ward, according to grade, and terms of 
sale. 

LITHARGE.—There has been an in- 
creased demand apparent for the bet- 
ter grades from glassmakers, who 
are replenishing their stocks to meet 
their fall requirements. Deliveries on 
contracts are still being held in abey- 
ance to some extent. Prices are steady 
on thé basis of 74c. and upward, ac- 
cording to grade, quantity and terms 
of sale. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—French is 
meeting with a seasonable jobbing de- 
mand, with sales of spot parcels on the 
basis of 11\4c. for supplies in casks and 
in kegs at 12c. and upward for special 
makes, while other makes sold at 10%c. 
and upward, according to package and 
terms of sale. There is a better in- 
quiry for German for fall delivery but 
no large sales have been booked. 
Prices remain steady on the basis of 
10c. for extra grades and for ordinary 
at 84c. and upward, according to 
quantity and terms of sale. Domestic 
has been in seasonable request at 8\4c. 
and upward, according to quantity 
and terms of sale, less the usual dis- 
counts, 

PIG LEAD.—The spot market opened 
dull at 5%c, with August shipment 
quoted at the same price, closing quiet 
and unchanged. The St. Louis market 
opened at 5.65c. for the soft grades, 
closing with fair sales for the week 
and firmer in tone at 5.654%4@5.67'¢c. 
London cabled soft Spanish £17, clos- 
ing steady at £17 Is. 6d. 

ZINCS.—The withdrawals on _ out- 
standing contracts for export and ac- 
count of the home trade have been 
good. Deliveries since the opening of 
the month have reached the expecta- 
tions of most manufacturers. Quota- 
tions remain unchanged for the various 
grades of New Jersey makes, on the 
basis of 5%@5'%c., according to grade 
and terms of sale. French process re- 
mains firm and in better request for 
forward delivery at former prices. 

Dry Colors. 
REDS. 


A seasonable quiet pervades the mar- 
ket and only small import orders as 
well as spot lots have been booked. 
Carmine is weak, in sympathy with a 
lower market for cochineal, and prices 
have been reduced. Quotations remain 
steady for spot parcels of English 


Venetian at $1.15 and upward, vermilion 
at 65c. and upward and American 
quitksilver at 65c. and upward, in bulk, 
and 66c. and upward in bags, and car- 
mine No. 40, in bulk, at $3 and upward, 
all less discounts, according to terms of 
sale. 
BLACKS. 

Under a fair average volume of sales 
to the home trade and for export prices 
have been steady. Withdrawals on out- 
standing orders continue on a good 
seale. Sales included parcels on the 
basis of 4%@5c. for spot commercial 
lampblack, and 15@28c. for high-grade 
carbon blacks, less discounts, accord- 
ing to the terms of sale. 

BLUES. 

Aside from the usual movement of 
supplies into consumption seasonable 
quiet pervades the maket. Sales for 
the week embraced parcels on the basis 
of 4c. and upward for celestial, 29c. and 
upward for Chinese and 27c. and up- 
ward for Prussian, according to terms 
of sale. Fair lots of soluble at 29c. and 
upward, according to terms of sale, 
changed hands. 

BROWNS. 

Sales for the week embraced small 
lots on the spot and for prompt ship- 
ment of Italian siennas, burnt and 
powdered, at 3c. and upward, and 
American burnt and raw at 1%c. and 
upward, all less discounts, according 
to quantity, quality and terms of sale. 

GREENS. 

Trade in Paris green continues quiet, 
and sales for the week are light, cover- 
ing lots for prompt shipment on the 
basis of 2lc. per Ib, for supplies in bulk 
of 5 tons and over. Sales of chrome 
c. p. covered fair, parcels on the spot 
and for prompt shipment on the basis 
of 17c. and upward, and common at 
3¥4%c. and upward on the spot, less dis- 
counts, according to quantity and 
terms of sale. 

YELLOW. 

New orders booked, and withdrawals 
on outstanding contracts, continue 
light, on the basis of 14c. and upward 
for French ocher on the spot, and $8.50 
and upward for domestic, delivered, 
according to quality, quantity and 
terms of sale, less the usual discounts.

to be forced by the firms, free of cost, 
into cisterns placed near the railway sta- 
tion or into a reservoir situated within a 
circumference of .... km, and connected 
with a pumping station of the storage 
firm concerned by means of a pipe line 
and which is to be valued according to 
the time free of storage promised the 
committee members by the storage firms 
concerned. 

For the admixtures contained in the 
crude oil, which are established with the 
Boryslaw oil by means of the benzine 
test of the samples obtained from the cis- 
terns, measure barrels or reservoirs in 
Boryslaw or Drohobycz, with the special 
marks from the drainage from the cis- 
terns into the reception station, the stor- 
age firm has to advance through compen- 
sation in natural state. 

Just as with the professional storage 
firm, the Petrolea will also make an 
agreement respecting the acceptance of 
storage certificates with every committee 
member who possesses his own pipe lines 
and reservoirs, so that the delivery or 
acceptance of the crude oil of this com- 
mittee member should be possible of per- 
formance, in any case, by means of stor- 
age certificates, 

The Petrolea is obliged to store sep- 
arately the separate grades of crude oil 
in so far as actual differences in quality 
exist in the same. The crude oil produc- 
tion in the region of Tustanowice is stored 
with the Boryslaw, and is also compre- 
hended under the name ‘“‘Boryslaw.”’ The 
quantities of the individual committee 
members stored with one or more kindred 
sorts of crude oil lose their individuality. 

Each committee member is obliged, at 
the demand of the Petrolea, to transfer 
the pipes of crude oil belonging to him, 
if and when he is not bound by agree- 
ment toa stated firm, to it or to a firm to 
be named by it, according to the local 
customs and conditions. 

For each meter centner of crude _ oil 
which a committee member conceals; that 
is, for each meter centner of crude oil 
which he does not immediately offer the 
Petrolea with the yielding up of _ the 
field vessels, or which he buys, sells or 
otherwise disposes of contrary to the pro- 
visions of Section 3, or if the delivery to 
the Petrolea is withdrawn or mortgaged 
with evasion of the Petrolea, he has to 
pay the Petrolea a conventional fine of 
f kronen, subject to no judicial modera- 
tion, 

Section 4. Confidence Committee.—The 
Petrolea can have examined the commit- 
tee sales and other realizations in the 
scope of the production quantity already 
given over to it and, according to in- 
formation prudently obtained, standing at 
its disposal in conformation to the in- 
structions of a trusted committee com- 
posed as follows (henceforth called com- 
mittee):—Conformable hereto the separate 
committee members will not be permitted 
to prescribe the prices of the masses of 
crude oil to be sold for his account, or 
the proper conditions of sale and the 
time of the sale. The directions to be 
followed concern the committee of the 
Petrolea alone, namely as to within 
what circuit the sales are to be under- 
taken for purposes of export to foreign 
countries, in natural] state or after prep- 
aration, and within what circuit sales 
are to be undertaken for the interior, as 
also for any other employment at any 
time. Just so it concerns only the com- 
mittee to determine the prices sometimes 
to be checked in sales on commission and 
the conditions according to the existing 
market situation, as well for the home as 
for the foreign trade, as also to determine 
the duration of the delivery conclusion 
and its period. 

The trust committee is formed from the 
following firms which have to remain the 
constant members of the committee:— 


Carpathia, Schodnica, Nanphta, Urycz, 
Fanto, Perutz, Galicia, Dr. Freund, 
Trzebinia, Raczynski recte Potok, Lu- 


bomirska & Zamoyski. 

As for the rest, this committee is In- 
creased every six months—that is, on the 
first of the eleventh month and on the 
first of the fifth—by the automatic en- 
trance of those Wells or persons which, 
continuing in the course of the semester, 
have given over to the Petrolea tn deliv- 
eries, and stores at the beginning of the 
semester, at least a quantity of 1,000 cis- 
cornea or 10,000 kg. of self-produced crude 
oil. 

Those committee members who have 
entered into the committee in the pre- 
scribed manner and, continuing in ac 
tivity for a period of six months, have 
given over to the Petrolea less than 1,009 
cisterns in new deliveries and stores at 
the beginning of the semester, again 
withdraw. 

All the remaining committee members, 
including those separated from the com: 
mittee by e previously mentioned 
causes, so far ds they have given over 
to the Petrolea, during the last six 
months prior to the first of the fifth 
month, or first of the eleventh month, 
at least ten cisterns in new _ deliv- 
eries and stores at the beginning of 
the semester, mutually send off four rep- 
resentatives from their midst who are to 
be selected on the following principles:— 
The concerned committee members are 
entitled to vote with the number of votes 
corresponding to their deliveries to the 
Petrolea (stores at the beginning of the 
semester additional to the deliveries dur- 
ing the same). At the proper time the 
Petrolea will send each committee mem- 
ber entitled to vote a voting ticket by 
means of the recommended letter which 
must contain the declaration of the num- 
ber of votes falling to the committee 
member concerned and of the day of the 
investigation. The investigation will have 
to be made by the Lemberg branch of 
the Petrolea where the voting tickets, 
coming under closed cover, have to remain 
until the day of election. Only the com- 
mittee members of the Petrolea are eligi- 
ble. Those four persons who obtain the 
greatest number of votes are declared 
elected. 

The voting right of the standing and 
periodic, as also of the chosen, members 
is fixed for the business period, so that a 
vote is given for every 1,000 q. of crude 
oil given over to the Petrolea in the pre- 
vious half year bv the concerned firma, 
field operators and electors of the man- 
agement, according to the present regu- 
lation (stores at the beginning in addl- 
tion to the new deliveries during the 
semester.) Each of the members of the 
committee chosen in the previously vre- 
scribed manner receives one-fourth of all 
the number of votes falling to the elector. 
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The resolutions of the committee will be 
prepared, so far as nothing’ differeut is 
determined in this regulation, with simple 
ear of votes in the assemblage, 
which will be convened by the Petrolea 
or by two members of the committee by 
means of the recommended letter or tel- 
egraph three days, at latest, before the 
day of assemblage. In the letter or dis- 
patch of convocation the subjects to be 
brought for transaction must be accu- 
rately designated. As to subjects which 
are not placed directly in the order ot 
the day of the meeting convened, a con- 
clusion in the latter can be reached only 
by special urgency and only with a ma- 
jority of all entitled to vote in the com- 
mittee, 

These metings are held in Lemberg and 
in Vienna, varying as is practicable. If, 
from important reasons, according to the 
judgment of the convener, several con- 
secutive meetings are held in the same 
place, the same number of consecutive 
meetings will be called in the other place, 
if most practicable. At each meeting a 
chairman and a secretary is chosen from 
those present, who have to sign the pro- 
tocol relating to the meeting and to give 
it over to the Petrolea for preservation. 
The regularly convened mecting is com- 
petent to transact business if at least 
one-half of all the votes is represented. 
In important, cases a conclusion can be 
reached also in the way of written voting 
by means of a circulating letter. Each 
committee member will be represented in 
the meetings by a member of his firm, au- 
thorized agent or by writing to an ap- 
pointed attorney. 

If a regularly convened meeting should 
not prove competent to transact business 
on account of insufficient numbers, then 
within three days a convened meeting is 
capable of conclusion without regard to 
the number of represented votes. As for 
the rest, the committee establishes its 
own order of business. The committee 
ean send a revision sub-committee from 
its midst which is allowed to make exam- 
ination into all the books and correspon- 
dence of the Petrolea. 

Section 5. Special Marks.—The settle- 
ment, effected through the trusted com- 
mittee, of the minimum selling price to 
be obtained by the Petrolea is more for 
the Boryslaw crude oil from the Bory- 
slaw end Tustanowice fields, which crude 
oil is of the same value as the standard 
crude oil. But at any time, in case of 
altered production conditions, the com- 
mittee can declare a different crude _ oil 
mark than the standard crude oil. With 
regard to kinds of crude oil from other 
provinces (henceforth signified as special 
marks), with which, according to the sit- 
uation of the place of production and 
properties of the oil, the addition or re- 
duction of freight and qualitative differ- 
ences come into consideration, it remains 
incumbent upon the Petrolea to make 
agreements respecting the establishment 
of difference in prices, and respecting 
the guarantee of a fixed maximum price 
or limitation of minimum price with the 
sepaarte special mark producers for the 
entire duration of the commission_agree- 
ment or for the separate years. In case 
of such a guarantee executed by_the Pe- 
trolea the establishment of the additional 
price or price abatement to be obtained 
for the concerned special mark remains 
reserved exclusively to the free judgment 
of the committee. 

The sums to be paid the special mark 
producers at the conclusion of the bust- 
ness period, in case of not successfully 
realizing the maximum price guaranteed 
by the Petrolea, go, if the committee has 
given its consent to the concerned agree- 
ment, to the charge of the body of com- 
mittee members or to the charge of the 
average net proceeds, but will also he 
earried at the rates of the special mark 
producers. 

In so far and so long, however, as a 
special mark producer does not demand 
the rendering of a guarantee of the Pe- 
trolea he shall be entitled to commis- 
sion the Petrolea to deliver or consign 
quantities of special mark given over to 
it by him for sale on commission, entirely 
or partially in the scope of the regula- 
tion, to the purchaser named by him, by 
purchase or exchange with other sorts 
of crude oil from the production of com- 
mittee members of the Petrolea. The 
Petrolea will be obliged to answer this 
commission and to reconcile by letter the 
arrangements with the purchaser, or ex- 
change partners, in so far as their other 
engagements entered into with the con- 
sent of the committee. do not prevent. 
The special mark producers may also, 
without the consent of the Petrolea, def- 
initely conclude no sort of sale or ex- 
change business in its mark. 

In cases when the sales and exchanges 
desired by the special mark producers are 
effected with the purchasers or exchange 
partners brought by the Petrolea, the 
special mark producer has to carrv the 
credit by paying the 3 per cent. provision. 
and must see to it that in the right time 
the Petrolea mav come into possession 
of the quantity of special mark to be de- 
livered, or into possession of the quanti- 
ties and qualities of crude oil to be de- 
livered to the exchange partners. 

The differences in freight and price ob- 
tained separately belong to the snecial 
mark producers, completely without the 
common consent for reckoning up, so that 
the special marks have to come into the 
general reckoning with the standard—as 
foundation nrice. 

Section 6. Business Conclusion.—The con- 
clusion letters on the sales. exchange 
business and other disposals of the crude 
oil are posted and sent bv the Petrolea 
in its own name, just as all invoices and 
reckonings. The conclusions, of longer or 
shorter duration, executed on the part 
of the Petrolea, In agreement with the 
committee acting at the time. are to be 
unconditionally respected on the part of 
the committee acting later or composed 
of others. so that the Petrolea cannot 
earry accounts which may contain defi- 
ciencies, or disnute such conclusions by 
the later committee. 

The guarantee for the return of the 
selling price is incumbent upon the Pe- 
trolea. 

Section 7. Producers’ Refineries.—Those 
committee members of the Petrolea who 
nossess one or more refineries or are in- 
terested in one or more refineries with at 
least 51 per cent. (henceforth called pro- 
ducers’ refineries). or if these refineries 
are considered as helonging to them, are 
not bound to the Petrolea with regard to 
covering their refinerv supplies. but can 
cover these, just as other manufacturers, 
hv free choice, either by sale with the 
Petrolea or by sale to free markets. The 
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producers’ refineries have, on the other 
hand, the right of preference with their 
purchasers, but only to the extent of the 
commission credit still undelivered at the 
instant of the sale, or of the crude oil 
qualities delivered by them for purchase 
against other competitors with the same 
prices and conditions. Otherwise, on the 
other hand, the right also to take over 
the necessary quantities, instead of at 
fixed prices which concern the purchase 
for domestic and export oil, at the inland 
and export average price obtained by the 
Petrolea in their fixed sales during the 
concerned business period. The produc- 
tion refineries have to decide, at the con- 
clusion of their first purchase effected 
in a business period, for one or the other 
modality, which then remains binding for 
them for all other perases during the 
same business period. If a production re- 
finery refers at reckoning to the average 
prices, the relations effected in the sep- 
arate months are to be invoiced, first of 
all, provisory to the average inland or 
export standard prices obtained in the 
month concerned, while the adjustment 
at the end of the settling period has to 
result under settlement of the monthly 
invoice accounts and supplying the same 
through debits to the correct average 
prices by the separate settled invoices. 
The differences for and against are to be 
adjusted in cash within 14 days after re- 
ceiving the proof. 

The previously mentioned purchase right 
of the producers’ refineries can, by .... 

er cent. of the votes of the members be- 
onging to the committee at the time, be 
restricted or entirely revoked. 

The same rights which are due the pro- 
ducers’ refineries in the sense of section 7 
will be due the refining firms or crude 
S producers mentioned in the follow- 

g:— 

The Miner Oil Refinery Stock Com- 
pany on aceétint of the production of the 
stock company for the naphtha industry; 
the ‘‘Apollo” Mineral Oil Refinery Stock 
Company on account of the production of 
the Galician Carpathian Petroleum Stock 
Company, formerly Bergheim & Mac- 
Garvey; the Orsovaer Petroleum Refin- 
ing Stock Company on account of the 
production. firm David Fanto & Co.; 
the firm Gartenberg & Schreier on ac- 
count of the production of the Urycz P. 
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I, G. Gartenberg, Schreier, Feuerstein, 
Wisnieski and the production of the firm 
of Leonhard Wisniewski & Co.; the firm 
G. G. Wisniewski on account of the pro- 
duction of the firm P. I. G. Gartenberg, 
Schreier, Feuerstein, Wisniewski; the 
Budapest Mineral Oil Manufacturing 
Stock Company, Budapest, and the min- 
eral oil works in Jedlicze on account of 
the production of the Hungarian and 
Galiclan Naphtha Industry Stock Cont- 
pany. 

Section 8. Storage and Commission Du- 
ties, Expenses, Deficiency.—The Petrolea 
charge for their renderings, united with 
the storing and sale of crude oil on com- 
mission, the following compensations to 
be especially reckoned and charged with 
the conclusion reckoning for each sepa- 
rate committee member:— 

1, A final compensation for storage at that 
rate established annually by the Petralea 
with the consent of the committee which 
is necessary in order to raise, M&i‘the year 
concerned, the amount of the rent paid by 
the Petrolea on the one side, as also, on 
the other side, the amount of the amorti- 
zation quota falling due in this year, 
under the approach of a seventh of the 
eventual amortization reserves, for the 
attainment of a seven years’ amortization 
of the reservoirs belonging to the Pe- 
trolea and the costs of maintaining these 
reservoirs, but the unit price of this stor- 
age duty to be given per meter centner 
transferred may not exceed 8 per cent. of 
the total average net proceeds resulting 
during the year concerned in conforma- 
tion to section 11. 

2. A commission and guarantee provision 
to the extent of 3 per cent. of the proved 
total net proceeds per metercentner 
transferred to each committee member 
after the expiration of each business pe- 
riod, as also of the increased additional 
payment of price with the delivered spe- 
cific mark, 

Furthermore the Petrolea is entitled to 
immediately bring in deduction from the 
obtained net proceeds (a) the costs pro- 
visionally borne by them for insurance 
and insurance charges of the stored crude 
oil; (b) the amount of the expedition 
charges (freight bills, customs for weigh- 
ing, etc.); (c) the amount of the eventual 
loss from the special mark guarantee,

LINSEED.—The undertone to the 
market throughout the week has been 
steady, but trade in general remained 
quiet, with more interest paid to fu- 
tures. Crushers, however, refused to 
entertain bids, as same must be based 
on new seed. Inquiries for carload lots 
were fair and sellers named prices at 
35c. lowest for September delivery. 
Buyers’ views were in the neighbor- 
hood of 30c. for futures, but crushers 
refused to shade 36c. for carload lots 
over the balance of the year. This led 
to a waiting market, with both crush- 
ers and large buyers holding aloof, and 
the latters’ views on futures are still 
3c. below those of the former toward 
the close of the week. In two more 
weeks the seed situation will reach a 
point in order to enable sellers to form 
a basis of prices on which new oils are 
to be quoted. In one instance parcels 
for delivery not beyond the middle of 
October have been offered at 36c. The 
jobbing demand has been steady, and 
air sales covering respectable quan- 
tities have been made at current quota- 
tions. Prices closed unchanged, with 
the undertone steady at 387@38c. for 
State and Western raw and 38@39c. for 
city raw, while boiled was quoted at 
the usual advance of 1@2c. per gallon 
higher.

Fur- 
ther bids at the latter price for Octo- 
ber-November-December delivery were 
made but no offers were made. Not- 
withstanding the decline in prices of 
options speculators showed a disinclin- 
ation to operate, with the exception of 
Europe having made light purchases, 
and the buying has been solely for com- 
pound lard purposes. A further sale 
of 10 tanks of crude Southeast for Oc- 
tober delivery was sold at 23c. Crush- 
ers showed more anxiety to market 
their crude oil, but it was at a stand- 
still, owing to the total absence of buy- 
ers. Only a hand-to-mouth business in 
spot Northern oil at current prices for 
small jobbing lots were effected. Tow- 
ard the latter part of the week the de- 
mand became more active, but the mar- 
ket weakened under selling pressure on 
the far off months. This, with im- 
proved cotton estimates, increased of- 
ferings of new crop options, together 
with the dullness for lard, all served to 
influence a weaker tendency to prices. 
Toward the close of the week sales of 
new crop deliveries at new low records 
were made, with December dropping 
below 30c. This was followed by an 
active demand and a drop in prices for 
options. The breaks in prices covered 
%@%c. on September, %c. on October 
and %c. on December from previous 
day’s sales. The declines figure up a 
break of 2%c. for October during a 
week or so and 2c. on later months, 
Prices on forward delivery show a 
decline of %c., and %@lc, on all 
grades of spot oil. Details of sales 
on ’Change during the week were as 
follows:—Monday, dull and easy, with 
August at 38%c., 300 September at 
38i%c., 100 September at 38%c., 100 Jan- 
uary at 30%c., which declined, as well 
as other new crop options.

Sellers lowered 
prices to 68c. for prime; 69@70c. for ex- 
tra prime winter, and 54@57c. for orf 
prime to the home. For export 2c, less 
per gallon, according to quality, quan- 
tity and terms of sale was quotea but 
sales have been effected.

Liquid and Concentrated Dryers. 
(From the French cf M. Livache in Les Corps 
Gras Industriels.) 


Concentrated siccatives consist of the 
products obtained by heating at a tem- 
perature of 250-300 deg. C, to the con- 
sistency of paste, linseed oil with a quan- 
tity of litharge, minium or manganese 
borate, greater than 10 per cent. and capa- 
ble of reaching even 70 per cent. of the 
weight of the oil, Lead acetate, zinc oxide 
or similar substances may be added or 
substituted for the preceding products. 
The concentrated siccatives are in the 
form of a thick viscous mass, usually of 
a deep brown in color. 

A good product may be prepared by 
boiling seven kilograms of good old lin- 
seed oil with a mixture of two kilograms 
of litharge in powder and two kilograms 
of minium. The oil first takes on a beau- 
tiful light red color, which grows brown 
as the temperature is raised, and then 
becomes a brownish red. It thickens sud- 
denly, with the appearance of bronze in 
fusion, and at the same time abundant 
vapors are disengaged. A sample, put on 
a glass slab, should yield, in less than a 
minute, a product completely solid and 
having no viscosity. 

Concentrated siccatives are employed in 
preparing varnishes cold with raw linseed 
oil 


Liquid siccatives are prepared like con- 
centrated siccatives, except that when the 
vessel is taken from the fire it is left to 
cool only for a few minutes, and then oil 
of turpentine is added gradually, while 
slowly stirring. The liquid is passed 
through a coarse cloth and kept in receiv- 
ers. rhus, a solution of drying oil in oll 
of turpentine, more or less saponified and 
oxidized, is secured. 

Numerous receipts have been proposed 
for the reparation of liquid dryers; 
the following have been given by Andes:—

In the preparation of white liquid sicca- 
tives the mae does not become red during

“Liquid diccatives are but little employed 
for white colors, the solid being prefer- 
able, but for oil colors a rapid drying 
property is obtained by simply adding a 
few hundredths of liquid siccative to he 
raw linseed oil employed. There is a sim~- 
ilar oxidation to that which Chevreual 
noticed when manganized oil is added to 
aw linseed oil. 

. Light liquid siccatives have been pre- 
pared by operating cold; one of the most 
frequently employed methods is mixin 

intimatetiy 100 parts of lead acetate, pul- 
verized as finely as possible, with ,200 
parts of poppy seed 0 l. The mixture is 
exposed in a glass receiver in the light 
of the sun and frequently agitated. In 
this way a completely colorless oil is 
obtained, which, with the addition of 200

Good results have also been obtained, 
when the cracking of paint is sought to 
be avoided, by employing oil of turpentine, 
which has been as shaken with the

tain not to change color is produced, one 
which will afford a resisting coat. 


SICCATIVES OF RESIN BASE. 


Filsinger has proposed replacing dryers 
of oil base by a mixture, accomplishing 
nearly the same results, of which the 
principal element is a resin soap, 

To prepare it, fifty parts of soda are 
dissolved in 150 parts of water in a copper 
kettle. The mass is raised to boiling and 
100 parts of pulverized colophony added, 
while stirring without interruption. The 
liquid is heated until it becomes com- 
pletely limpid. It is then left to cool, and 
the solution is drawn off at the bottom, 
where the resin soap is deposited. This 
soap is dissolved in a small quantity ol 
water, and a little sal ammoniac added. 
aoe colors are ground with the composi- 
tion. 

The color thus produced dries rapidly 
and may afterwards receive a coating of 
varnish, but though the process is eco- 
nomical and the appearance all that may 
be desired, its resisting power is slight. 
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Production of Hydrosulphites, 


The usual processes for producing hy- 
drosulphites consists in reducing the bi- 
Sulphites by means of zinc powder in 
aqueous medium, or by electrolysis, or yet 
again by causing the reaction of sulphur- 
ous anhydride on metallic zine in presence 
of water. Recently M. Moissan has suc- 
ceeded in producing them by decomposing 
the aikaline hydrates with gaseous sul- 
phurous anhyrides, acousdiag to the equa- 
tion 2NaH+280,=NagSgO4+ 2 

The Badische Anilin und Soda-Fabrik 
have also succeeded, by making use of 
metallic sodium and perfectly dry sul- 
phurous anhydride, operating with ether, 
alchol or other solvents. The reaction is 
explained by the equation 2Na+S0O,= 
NagSz0,, in which the sodium may re- 
placed by potassium. An alloy of the two, 
or an alloy with another metal may be 
made use of. 

This process is said to offer substantial 
advantages. When by the old process a 
sodium hnydrosulphite was obtained hav- 
ing two molecules of crystallization water, 
and capable of preservation only by 
special treatment, the new process per- 
mits of producing at once anhydrous sul- 
phite extremely stable. 

Example 1. Pour into a receiver pro- 
vided with agitating apparatus 100 liters 
of dry ether, and gradually introduce on 
cooling 1 kilogram of sodium in pieces, or 
in other form presenting a large surface, 
powder for example; at the same time in- 
troduce a current of perfectly dry gaseous 
sulphurous anhydride, or replace it with 
liquid sulphurous anhydride. The conver- 
sion into hydrosulphite is effected grad- 
ually but can be accelerated by agitation. 
As soon as no more sodium remains un- 
attacked, the ether is eliminated, and dis- 
tillation is made in vacuum or in any 
other way. The operation may also be 
carried on in absolute alcohol, but in this 
case it is necessary to operate below 10 
deg. C., to avoid the formation of alco- 
holates. 

Example 2. ‘Take 10 liters of a 20 per 
cent. solution of sulphurous aa in 
ether and incorporate in it gradually 100 
grams of an equimolecular alloy of sodium 
and potassium, taking care to stir the 
whole constantly. At the outset, the alloy 
will float, then it is gradually converted 
into sodium or potassium hydrosulphite, 
which is decomposed, and will be taken 
out as in the preceding example. 

Example 3. Saturate with sulphurous 
anhydride 100 liters of absolute ethylic al- 
cohol and introduce 20 kilograms of an 
alloy of lead and sodium containing about 
25 per cent. of sodium. To prevent the 
alloy from igniting, it is well to pulverize 
it previously, and to make it into a paste, 
with an indifferent liquid, such as toluene. 
Care must be taken to cool in such a way 
as to keep the temperature between 0 deg. 
and 10 deg. The product is a gray powder. 
It is composed of insoluble lead hydro- 
sulphite, colored gray by the metallic lead 
an sodium hydrosuiphite, which, if 
needed, can be extracted from the mixture 
by means of water. From the sodium 
amalgam, hydrosulphite is obtained along 
with mercury.

Wild Almond Oil, 


The Wild Indian, or Java Almond (Ter- 
minalla Catappa, Linn.) is a familiar ave- 
nue tree in India, It is said to be indig- 
enous to the Malay Peninsula as well as 
to the Islands of the East Indian Archi- 

elago, and to have been introduced into 

ndia by the Dutch from Java. Its large 
dark green foliage that is borne upon 
horizontal tiers of verticillate branches 
lends it a most ornamental appearance, 
articularly during its infancy and youth, 

n the early pole stage it is singularly 
imposing, and, though deciduous for a 
brief period of the year, affords, at others, 
a most grateful shade. This, coupled with 
the quickness of its growth, has caused 
it to be selected for avenue purposes in 
India. The ultimate group to which the 

lant is botanically referred is represented 
fyindia more by the prevalence 0 individu- 
als than of species; so that extensive 
pure forests of a single species of ‘‘Ter- 
minalia’” are not uncommon in the wilds 
of India. The introduced Terminalia Cat- 
appa itself grows with so much ease in 
the country that it may be said to occur 
under almost indigenous conditions. It is 
a species which is apparently indifferent 
to all except extremes of climate that 
are indicated by the peovelenee of 
frost and drought, and thrives upon a

Thereafter it 
yields fruit annually in great profusion, 
the almonds, as they are called, being, like 
the leaves, borne in largest numbers at 
the terminals of the branches. The ker- 
nels of these almonds contain large quan- 
tities of a fixed bland light-colored oil, 
which resembles true almond-oil in taste 
and flavor so much, that it may be effi- 





ciently substituted for the latter, provided 
; a exploited on any extensive scale in 
ndia, 

At present, the almonds are seldom 
utilized, but the cultivation of the plant 
and the preparation of its soil are in- 
dustries that are —— of our best 
consideration. For, in spite of the pre- 
valence of species in our midst that are 
capable of yielding many excellent table 
oils, it cannot be denied that we are 
still restricted to the use of a few foreign 
highly-priced products which alone are 
believed to be edible at all! Why, in the 
face of the fact that we possess an abun- 
dance of raw material oe to man- 
ufacture our own culinary and salad oils, 
we should still depend upon European and 
American products, is at least far, very 
far from_ intelligible. The Terminalia 
Catappa, like the Terminalia belerica (one 
of the chebulic myrabolans), the Cashew 
nut (Anacardium occidentale), the Buch- 
anania latifolia, the Semecarpus anacard- 
ium, the Eriodendron anfractuosum D.C., 
species of Gossypium, Hibiscus, and the 
Canarium strictum are but a few of the 
indigenous species of India that yield 
palatable and nutritions edible oils, 

The cultivation of the wild almond is 
neither difficult nor risky. Towards the 
end of the hot weather, when the fruit 
ripens it is shed spontaneously or dis- 
seminated through the agency of birds 
and animals, the flying-fox (Pteropus 
medius, Tem.) in particular, being fond 
of the soft sweetish pulp investing it. 
Divested of this ulp. the fruit consists 
of a flattened ovoid fibrous rind containing 
a small hardened torpedo-shaped nut, 
within which reposes the oily kernel. The 
nuts in the rind may be sown in a nursery 
which needs little attention beyond an 
occasional watering. They germinate read- 
ily, and the seedlings are fit to transplant 
before the close of the monsoon rains. 
The most suitable arrangement in the 
laying out of the plantation is to set out 
the transplants along avenues or “walks.” 
They may also be preswey interplanted 
with other species, preferably deep-rooted 
ones, of similar economic value. But 
whatever the method under which it is 
put out, the prime condition to be sat- 
isfied in its culture is the individual allot- 
ment to each of the fullest amount of 
space and light. The most suitable dis- 
tance apart would appear to be 30 feet. 
If the plants are put out in walks, they 
are best when arranged alternately and 
not opposite to one another. 

The yield per acre can only be stated 
approximately; it may be put down at 
the rate of ten Rew of dry kernels for 
each of the fifty trees at 500 pounds. 
When the kernels are cold expressed, 
they yield about 50 per cent. of the oil. 
As there is at present no market for the 
product its price, too, cannot be deter- 
mined with agouracs: but as it compares 
favorably with the finest almond oil, like 
which again it does not turn rancid b 
keeping, it admits of being priced simi- 
larly to the latter. Pressing the seeds 
in the rind in the ordinary wooden mills 
of the country gives a brownish oil, which 
deposits stearin on keeping; but when 
they are divested of the rind, which 
is a tedious process, and carefully crushed 
in iron mills, the product obtained is of 
a light yellow color, and the proportion 
of solid precipitate small. e latter, 
when present is removable by decanting, 
after which the oil remains clear an 

ellucid. No unpleasant effects follow its 
nternal exhibition; it is agreeable to the 
taste, has hardly any odor, and is at 
east as nutritious as the so-called “salad” 
oils that are sold in the shops and de- 
voured with so much avidity and relish 
in India.—Rangoon Gazette. 





Tests of Oil Varnishes in Russia. 


The Russian Minister of Marine has 
formulated the following conditions for 
the acceptance of oil varnishes, which 
are of general interest for comparison:— 

1. EXTERNAL CHARACTERISTICS.— 
(a) Color.—The coloration may vary from 
light yellow to dark brown. 

(b) Transparency.—The transparency of 
the product delivered must be perfect; 
still, it is admitted that a varnish, trans- 
arent on delivery, may present after a 
ime slight turbidity, precipitated with 
difficulty, consisting of the soaps of lead 
and of manganese, but without influence 
on the quality of the varnish. 

2. Practical Tests.—(a) The varnish is 
spread on a glass slab in a thin layer 
and dried at deg to 15 deg. Cc. A dark 
varnish should be completely dry at the 
end of twelve hours at most; a light 
varnish at the end of twenty hours, form- 
ing a film which does not adhere, and 
which is brilliant and elastic. 

(b) The durability is determined by dry- 
ing in the stove for twenty-four hours at 
100 deg. C. The pellicle obtained should, 
when scratched with a knife, not be torn, 
but separated in strips. 

(c) e varnish, with the addition of 
zinc white or white lead, ought not to 
darken the light color but slightly. 

(d) When twenty parts of zinc white are 
diluted in twenty-five parts of varnish 
and a board painted, the layer should be 
ary in eight or nine hours, 

e) An addition of fish oil is recognized 
by the odor, when the varnish is heated, 
or simply on rubbing it between the fin- 
gers. uch an addition renders the var- 
nish sticky and retards the drying. 

3. Chemical Tests.—(a) The density at 
15 deg. C. should not be more than 0.941. 

(b) The presence of mineral oils, resin 
or turpentine is characterized by saponifi- 
cation with an alcoholic lye, and by heat- 
ing with upright condenser. If the var- 
nish is pure, by adding two or three parts 
of water, a solution Coenphotely limpid is 
obtained. Resinous substances may also 
be detected by means of the polarimeter. 
In doubtful cases the varnish is distilled 
with steam, and benzine, oil of turpen- 
tine and other volatile compounds are 
found in the distillate. 

(c) The presence of a large quantity of 
colophony cannot be considered useful; 
still, small quantities may be allowed, 
since many varnishes are prepared with 
rosin soaps; as there is no certain method 
for determining small quantities of colo- 
phony in the varnish, the estimation must 

limited to the acid value. For this 
purpose ten grams of substance are dis- 
solved in od cubic centimeters of neu- 
tralized alcohol, heating and titrating 
with a tenth-normal potash lye in pres- 
ence of phenolphthalein. 

(4) The percentage in ash, after com- 
bustion and calcination of the_residue,. 
should not exceed 75 per cent.—Chemiker 
Zeitung.

Liability of Manufacturers of Ex- 


tracts, Etc. 


Washington, Aug. 17, 1906. 

8. L. Hilton, Chairman..of the Legis- 
lative Committee of the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Druggists, had an extended 
conference at the Treasury Department 
during the past week with Acting Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue R. C, Wil- 
liams, with regard to the ruling discussed 
in this correspondence last week with 
reference to the special tax liability of 
manufacturers and retailers of syrups, 
extracts, ete., containing more or less 
alcohol, dispensed at soda fountains. Sev- 
eral communications from Association 
headquarters at Chicago have recently 
reached Mr. Hilton, and it is evident that 
the question is agitating not only the re- 
tail trade, but many large manufacturers 
engaged in the production of the articles 
in question. 

In presenting the case to the Acting 
Commissioner, Mr. Hilton stated that the 
N, A. R. D. desired simply to secure 
an accurate understanding of the Bu- 
reau's position with regard to the manu- 
facture and sale of the articles referred 
to and was not disposed to enter into any 
controversy as to the propriety of the 
ruling. The question was somewhat com- 
plicated and the lines to be drawn be- 
tween preparations involving tax lia- 
bility with those which do not were nec- 
essarily fine and it was not surprising, 
therefore, that retailers should occasion- 
ally unwittingly violate the letter of the 
regulations. Taking up as an illustration 
of calisaya, Mr. Hilton inquired as to the 
basis of the Bureau’s ruling that its sale 
at the soda fountain invo!ved special tax 
liability as a retail liquor dealer. 

In reply Mr. Williams stated that the 
Department did not intend to impose 
vexatious restrictions upon any legiti- 
mate business, but found it to be neces- 
sary to adhere strictly to the basic prin- 
ciple of the revenue laws, taxing the 
manufacture and sale of spirituous prepa- 
rations of every kind when used as bever- 
ages. The sale at a soda fountain of 
elixir of calisaya or of any other prepa- 
ration containing considerable quantities 
of alcohol was practically identical with 
the dispensing of aicoholic compounds by 
a retail liquor dealer, and therefore in- 
volved the druggist operating the foun- 
tain in special tax liability. Of course, 
the manufacture of such goods rendered 
the producer liable to pay special tax as 
a rectifier at the rate of $100 per annum, 
the retailers’ tax being but $25 per an- 
num. In this connection, Mr. Hilton’s at- 
tention was drawn to the following ex- 
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tract from a ruling by the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau with regard to the sale of 
soda water containing distilled spirits, 
Wine or any compounds thereof:— 


“It must be understood, however, in this con- 
nection that if any manufacturer of extracts 
or syrups, soda water or other drinks suscep- 
tible of use as a beverage, introduces into such 
extract, syrup or compound, in the manufacture 
of the same a quantity of spirits or wine or 
compounds thereof not necessary in the manu- 
facture or for the preservation of the same, 
thus constituting a compound liquor within 
the meaning of the statute, each manufacturer 
should be held liable to special tax as a rec- 
tifier, and wholesale or retail liquor dealer, or 
both, according to the quantity sold at one 
time, and the venders of such compound will 
render themselves liable to special tax with 
relation to the sale of the same, whether sold 
in the manner in which received from the 
manufacturer or otherwise, 

“This office does not wish to interfere with 

embarrass legitimate manufacturers of ex- 
soda waters or other simi- 
are recognized as non- 
alcoholic compounds or drinks, but it is in- 
tended that alcoholic beverages, no matter by 
what means produced, or through what agency 
introduced, shall not be vended without pay- 
ment of special tax by the vender.”’ 

After listening to the Acting Commis- 
sioner’'s explanation, Mr. Hilton stated 
that the Department's position appeared 
to be consistent and reasonable. Subse- 
quently, in a report to the N. A. R. D. 
headquarters at Chicago, he outlined the 
Acting Commissioner’s statement and 
drew attention to the full exposition of the 
subject, published in the issue of the Oil, 
Paint and Drug Reporter of August 13. 

In a statement to the Reporter’s corre- 
spondent, Mr. Hilton expressed the opinion 
that neither the manufacturers nor the 
retailers would suffer serious inconve- 
nience as the result of the bureau’s ruling, 
as there were very few preparations used 
at soda fountains that would come within 
the same category as elixir of calisaya, 
and in view of the reasonable attitude of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau and its evi- 
dent intention to give ample notice before 
taking drastic measures, he thought no 
druggist need feel any concern lest his 
business be interfered with by the author- 
ities. 

There can be no doubt that the recent 
action of the Internal Revenue Bureau. 
only with reference to preparations 
dispensed at soda fountains, but also with 
regard to proprietary preparations con- 
taining excessive quantities of alcohol, has 
induced a large number of druggists to 
take out retail liquor dealers’ licenses. 
The same is true of many manufacturers 
and both classes seem to feel that the 
removal of all revenue restrictions from 
their business is well worth the compara- 
tively small sum they are required to pay 
for the federal license. Druggists doing

tracts or syrups, 
lar beverages which 
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business in prohibition districts are the 
chief sufferers, as in many cases the pos- 
session of a federal license is treated by 
the local prohibition laws as presumptive 
evidence that the statutes have been vio- 
lated. In such cases the druggist’s only 
remedy is to throw out the preparation 
the sale of which involves the special tax 
liability. Manufacturers of such goods, 
intended for dispensing at soda fountains, 
have no remedy, as they cannot follow the 
example of the proprietary medicine man- 
ufacturers and “load” their products with 
sufficient quantities of drugs to bring 
them within the category of “legitimate 
medicines.”

That “Cotton Commission ” 
Washington, August 17, 1906. 


The Department of Commerce and La- 
bor is in receipt of a number of communi- 
cations from prominent cotton oil men, as 
well as Senators and Representatives of 
Southern States, regarding the represen- 
tation of the cotton oil industry on the so- 
called Cotton Commission, provided for 
at the last session of Congress. In some 
of these communications complaints are 
made that the cotton oil industry has been 
neglected, while in others recommenda- 
tions are made, based upon the assump- 
tion that the commission has not yet been 
appointed, and urging certain candidates 
‘for places thereon, 

The majority of these communications 
appear to be based upon the erroneous 
impression that Congress, at its last ses- 
sion, passed one of the three bills intro- 
duced by Senators Overman, of North 
Carolina; Morgan, of Alabama, and Gal- 
linger, of New Hampshire, carrying large 
appropriations designed to pay the_ex- 
penses of a so-called World Market Com- 
mission, to extend the sale of our cotton 
products in Europe and the Far East. 
The text of these bills appeared in the Oil, 
Paint and Drug Reporter at the time of 
their introduction. The most important 
of these bills was that presented by Sen- 
ator Overman, carrying an appropriation 
of $500,000 and provided for the creation 
of a Cotton Bureau in the Department of 
Commerce and Labor for the exploitation 
of the industry in this country and 
abroad. The movement, of which these 
measures were the outcome, was unani- 
mously indorsed by the National and 
State associations in the cotton oil trade, 
the American Cotton Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, the New England Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, the Southern Cotton 
Growers’ Association and many other or- 
ganizations of cotton growers, handlers 
and manufacturers, 

Owing to the pressure of much impor- 
tant business these individual bills did not 
receive the consideration to which they 
were entitled and In the closing weeks of 
the session the promoters of the move- 
ment decided that an effort should be 
made to provide an appropriation as an 
amendment to one of the annual budget 
bills. The Secretary of Commerce and La- 
bor did not approve the creation of a Cot- 
ton Bureau, believing it would be cum- 
bersome and costly and would doubtless 
duplicate considerable work also projected 
by the Bureau of Manufactures. It was 
finally decided to provide for the appoint- 
ment of two special agents to act under 
the direction of the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor, their functions being 
set forth in an amendment to one of the 
general appropriation bills as follows:— 

“To report as to the opportunities for and 
the obstacles against the enlargement of our 
export trade in cotton goods, the kinds and 
qualities of goods in demand, the shipping fa-4 
cilities, freight rates and the commercial and 
financial agencies necessary for the successful 
competition of our cotton manufacturers and 
exporters in foreign trade; to collect full lines 
of the standard specimens of*all cotton prod- 
ucts consumed there, to exhibit them in the 
different cotton industrial centers of the United 
States, classified, labeled and arranged for 
exhibition, with complete information as to the 
countries in which they are produced, whole- 
sale and retail prices, the patterns in demand 
by different localities and by different classes 
of consumers, and the essential conditions of 
competition to be met in each market for each 
kind of goods,’’ 

Before its final passage the provision 
above quoted was somewhat simplified so 
as to leave the details of the work to the 
discretion of the Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor, the sum of $20,000 being pro- 
vided to pay the salaries and expenses of 
the two agents. 

Early in the session, when it was hoped 
that the so-called World Market Commis- 
sion bill would pass, a delegation of cot- 
ton oil men, headed by Mr. Jo W. Alli- 
son, called on the Department officials and 
urged that one of the five members of the 
proposed commission be selected from the 
cotton oil trade. When the bill referred 
to and the other independent measures 
failed of passage the cotton oil men ap- 
peared to lose interest in the subject and 
from that time forth ceased to make rep- 
resentations of any kind to the officials of 
the Department of Commerce and Labor. 
About three weeks after the adjournment 
of Congress, the appropriation bill in the 
meantime having become a law, Secre- 


tary Metcalf appointed as special agents 
Messrs. W, A, Graham Clark and William 
Whittam, Jr., to ‘‘visit Europe and the 
Orient for the purpose of developing for- 
eign markets for American cotton pro- 
ducts.” In announcing these appointments 
Secretary Metcalf made the following 
statement with regard to the ap- 
pointees:— 

‘Mr. Clark is the son of Chief Justice Clark 
of the Supreme Court of North Coralina, and 
graduated from Cornell in 1900, taking the de- 
gree of mechanical engineer. Immediately af- 
ter graduation he started in the cotton indus 
try, commencing at the very bottom, learned 
to run all the machines in the mill, and is now 
general manager of the Eugenia Manufacturing 
Company, of Jonesboro, N. C. Mr. Whittam 
is the editor-in-chief of the American Cotton 
Manufacturer. He has been very highly in- 
dorsed by manufacturers of cotton fabrics 
throughout the South and the several New 
England States.’’ 

The announcement of the appointment 
of the two special agents referred to 
seems to have created the impression 
among many cotton oil men, as well as 
among Senators and Representatives, that 
the so-called World Market Commission 
bill had passed and that the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor would ultimately ar 
point three additional agents, at teast one 
of whom the trade desires shall be a cot- 
ton oil expect. The facts as above related 
will no doubt greatly disappoint those who 
have hoped to see this important traae 
directly represented in the investigation 
now in progress. 

It will no doubt interest the cotton oll 
trade, however, to learn that the special 
instructions issued by the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor to Messrs. Clark 
and Whittam, direct them to pay special 
attention to the subject of the extension 
of our foreign commerce in cotton oil and 
its by-products. The department is fully 
alive to the magnitude of the cotton oil 
trade and it is believed that the two com- 
missioners now in the field will obtain a 
large amount of information of great 
value to the cottonseed crushing industry. 

But the department is prepared to take 
another important step in the interest of 
the cotton oil trade, and in view of the 
disappointment now being expressed at 
the impossibility of selecting a _ special 
agent from the trade to assist in the pro- 
jected investigation. Major John M. Car- 
son, Chief of the Bureau of Manufactures, 
authorizes the Reporter's correspondence 
to state that if the leading representatives 
of the cotton oil trade will get together 
and draft a circular letter, outlining such 
information as the trade desires to pro- 
cure in any part of the world and cause to 
be forwarded to him 200 printed copies 
thereof, he will have them distributed 
throughout the American Consular Ser- 
vice abroad with a special letter of in- 
structions from the Secretary of State, 
calling upon the consuls to collect and for- 
ward the desired information to Washing- 
ton at_the earllest practical moment. 
Major Carson will also be glad to receive 
any suggestions as to the line of investiga- 
tion which Messrs. Clark and Whittam 
should pursue with a view to securing the 
most valuable information regarding the 
cotton oil market of the world.

A Question of Duty on Sponges, 


Washington, August 17, 1906. 

Official reports received at the Treasury 
Department confirm the leading facts em- 
bodied in the daily press dispatches from 
Jacksonville, Fla., ‘under date of the 10th 
instant, announcing that “an unusual 
case, the first of its kind on record, has 
been brought in the United States Court 
here, wherein the owners and masters of 
the schooner Victory are required to ap- 
pear and show cause why the schooner 
and her cargo of sponges should not be 
seized and sold for not paying duty ona 
foreign cargo, the alleged cargo being 
sponges taken by diving in waters outside 
the three-mile limit and landed at Anclote 
Harbor, in this State.’’ It is further stat- 
ed that “the penalty for this offense is a 
fine of $1,000 and costs, and in case of a 
decision that the cargo is foreign each 
member of the crew will be liable to crim- 
inal prosecution for “smuggling.” This 
latter is a rather violent assumption on 
the part of the press correspondent, as in 
order convict an individual of the statu- 
tory offense of smuggling a criminal in- 
tent must be shown, which in this case 
fae authorities believe to be wholly lack- 

x. 

The sponge trade, judging by inquiries 
received here, has promptly reached the 
conclusion that the Treasury Department 
has decided to adopt the policy urged 
upon it more than a year ago of assessing 
duty upon all sponges brought into United 
States ports, taken by diving in waters 
outside the three-mile limit. The use of 
diving apparatus in the Florida sponge 
fisheries is a comparatively recent inno- 
vation, and was the subject of a bitterly 
fought contest during the last session 
of Congress, resulting in the passage of a 
comprehensive law, which does not go 
into effect until next May. At the Treas- 
ury Department, however, the Reporter's 


correspondent is informed that there has 
been no change in the policy of the gov- 
ernment with respect to the assessment 
of duty on sponges and that the depart- 
ment adheres to the ruling promulgated 
in June, 1905, in the following communi- 
cation to the collector of customs at 
Cedar Keys, Fla.:— 

“The department is in receipt 
of the 24th instant, stating that the laws of 
the State of Florida prohibit the use of diving 
apparatus or dredges in the sponge fishery, and 
that certain parties have brought into the 
United States natives of Greece, with their 
diving apparatus, and are using them on board 
American vessels on the high seas in diving for 
sponges outside the territorial waters of the 
United, States, and that sponges so taken 
are disposed of in the markets of the 
United States. You therefore request to be 
advised whether sponges taken in the manner 
indicated and landed at yovr port are dutiable. 

“In reply, I have to inform you that if the 
vessels referred to are duly enrolled or licensed 
under the laws of the United States to engage 
in American fisheries, sponges taken by such 
vessels on the high seas, beyond the territorial 
waters of the United States, in the manner 
indicated, are entitled to free entry as products 
of Amrican fisheries within the meaning of 
paragraph 626 of the free list of the act of 
July 24, 1897.’’ 

The proceedings 
Victory are based not upon a new con- 
struction of the tariff act, but upon the 
failure of the owners of the vessel to take 
the necessary steps to insure the free en- 
try of this cargo as the product of Amer- 
ican fisheries. As it is believed that the 
owners of a number of other vessels have 
been equally negligent in this respect, it 
is important that the trade should under- 
stand the law and regulations thereunder. 

Paragraph 626 of the tariff act provides 
specifically for the free entry of all prod- 
ucts of American fisheries, and the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury has construed this 
provision to cover sponges taken either on 
the high seas or in foreign waters, pro- 
vided the vessels comply with the regu- 
lations. Article 479 of the customs regu- 
lations provides as follows:— 

“Art, 479. Fish, oil, bone, pearl 
other products of American fisheries brought 
into the United States from foreign places, in 
a vessel other than the one by which same 
were taken, will be admitted to free entry as 
if brought in the original fishing vessel, on the 
production to the collector at the port of im- 
portation, by the master of the importing ves- 
3el, of a manifest of said articles, duly sub- 
scribed and sworn to by the master of the 
fishing vessel by which such articles were 
taken, and certified by the United States con- 
sular officer at the foreign port where they were 
transshipped, or, if there be no such officer at 
the place, certified by two respectable resident 
merchants that the facts set forth in the mani- 
fest are just and true, and that there is no 
United States consular officer at the place.’’ 

In case of a vessel bringing in a cargo of 
sponges, the master is required to produce 
to the collector a manifest in the follow- 
ing form:— 


“Manifest of sponges taken by

purchased nor obtained otherwise than by the 
above means."’ 

In the case of a transhipped cargo a cer- 
tificate of the United States consul at the 
port of shipment must be produced, the 
consul declaring that he believes the state- 
ment in the manifest of the vessel to be 
true in every particular and that he has 
examined the papers of the vessel and 
found them to be regular in all respects. 

According to the advices of the Treasury 
Department, the schooner “Victory” 
landed her cargo without payment of duty 
and without having taken the necessary 
steps to procure a license. No manifest 
covering the cargo was produced. and thus 
neither vessel nor cargo complied with the 
regulations necessary to secure free entry 
for the sponges in question. The action in 
court is based upon the law requiring the 
collector of customs to apply to the court 
for an order of forfeiture in case the mer- 
chandise exceeds $1,000 in value. It will 
now be in order for the owners and master 
of the ‘Victory’ to set un a defense, 
which presumably will be that they be. 
lieved the cargo to be entitled to free 

ntry and that there was no intention of 
violating the revenue laws of the Tnited 
States. While this defense will doubtless 
be sufficient to relieve the master and 
erew of criminal liability, it will not oper- 
ate to exempt the sponges from the pavy- 
ment of duty. Should the owners of the 
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vessels promptly ask for an appraisement 
of the cargo and tender the amount of the 
duty the incident will probably be clpsed 
without further court proceedings, but 
should an attempt be made to test the 
question the United States district Attor- 
ney wiil push the case vigorously in the 
hope of forfeiiing the vessel and cargo. 
The condition of the sponge fisheries of 
Florida has recently attracted much at- 
tention owing to the legislation of Con- 
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gress at the recent session. Additional 


interest will therefore attach to the fol- 
Jowing extract from the annual report of 
the United States Commissioner of Fish- 
eries for 1%5, concerning the depletion of 
the sponging grounds and the experiments 
in sponge culture:— 

“The sponge fishery, confined to the coast or 
Florida, has special interest at this time be- 
ctuse of the efforts of the bureau to perfect a 
method of cultivation for maintaining the sup 
ply. The yield has continued to fall below that 
of previous years, and owing to the absence in 
the markets of desirable sizes the price has 
reached a higher point than ever before. The 
catch on the ‘key grounds’ has been very small 
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for several years, and the spongers attribute 
the fact to the prevalence of cloudy water, 
but there is little doubt that it is in large 
measure due to actual exhaustion of the 
grounds, Unquestionably there are _ places 
where the water rarely clears and on which 
a large catch could be made under favorable 
conditions, but the turbidity of the water in 
these places is no new thing and should not 
be cited as the cause of the continued small 


eatch in the key region. On the ‘bay grounds’ 
also the catch has been light for several years, 
owing to the depletion of the shoal-water- 
grounds and the prevalence of unfavorable 
conditions which prescribed or interfered with 
the operations off shore. The Mmit of possi- 
bility of taking sponges by the ordinary 
method of hooking is reached in a depth of 
between 40 and 50 feet; but it is known that 
there are good sponges in greater depths than 
that.’’ 

Continuing, the Commissioner describes 
the operations of the Greek divers who 
have invaded the sponge grounds during 
the past year. These operations have 
heretofore been fully set forth in this cor- 
respondence. As to the experiments in 
sponge culture, the Commissioner says:— 

“The experiments in the raising of sponges 
from cuttings at several points on the coast of 
Florida hz been continued, and the results 
of the operations show conclusively that 
to raise sponges of merchantable 
manner, a number of specimens 
G inches in diameter having developed from 
plants made three years before. The sponges 
artificially grown are of excellent shape and 
quality, and are superior in both of these re- 
spects to sponges growing naturally in the 
same localities. The economic aspects of the 
experiments, however, are still to be demon- 
strated, as the search for a suitable materia! 
for support of the cuttings until they reach 
commercial maturity is yet unrewarded. 
Bricks, rocks and similar bodies on the bot- 
tom will undoubtedly serve, but this method, 
besides having certain mechanical drawbacks, 
produces sponges inferior in shape and texture 
to those grown suspended above the bottom. 
They more nearly resemble the natural sponges, 
especially in the possession of a ‘root,’ which 
is the raw surface resulting from detachment

Standard Oil Indictments. 
Chicago, Aug. 16, 1906. 

The Federal Grand Jury adjourned this 
week till Aug. 20, and if there were any 
further indictments against the Standard 
Oil Company and those railroads which 
are said to have given rebates, the fact 
was not disclosed. The rumor in the Fed- 
eral Building was that there had been a 
batch of indictments returned, but this 
Was based upon certain testimony which 
was known to have been taken before the 


oil from Whiting, Ind., the Standard Oil 
plant, to Grand Junction, Tenn., and to 
East St. Louis, Ill, and it was declared 
that the testimony was produced for the 
purpose of showing that the Standard Oil 
Company had been obtaining lower rates 
than its competitors. 

A point which was considered of im- 
portance was testimony with reference to 
shipments of oil from Whiting to Dolton, 
Ill, and from there to East St. Louis. 
Switching from ae to Dolton was 
said to cost the Standard $2 per car, while 
it was declared that other shippers had to 
pay at the rate of $5 per car. The wit- 
nesses who presented testimony were Hor- 
ace Tucker, chairman of the Chicago and 
St. Lovis Traffic Association; C. A, Ken- 
nedy, Chicago Junction Railway Company; 
J. H. Howard, clerk in the auditing de- 
partment of the Chicago and Alton road; 
J. P. Seabrook and L. B. Butts, of the 
auditing department of the Illinois Central 
Railroad Company, were also ‘witnesses. 
It was said to have been brought out that 
oil could be shipped from Whiting to Dol- 
ton, over the lines of the Chicago Terminal 
Transfer Company, thence to Otter Creek 
Junction, Ind., over the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois Railroad. From_ that 
point it would go over the Evansville and 
Terre Haute road to Evansville, and from 
there to Grand Junction, over the Illinois 
Central. It is said that the jury was in- 
formed that a rate of 13c. per hundred was 
granted to the oil company by certain 
roads, which is said to be less than that 
granted to other companies. This, it is 
declared, gave the Standard Company the 
advantage of an outlet to all the Southern 
country, at prices lower than could be 
secured by its rivals. 

The second grand jury which is to inves- 
tigate the relations of the oil company 
with the railroads from March 3, 1905, to 
date, will convene Tuesday, Aug. 21. All 
of the witnesses who originally testified 
will be before this body.

Chicago Fertilizer Market. 


Chicago, August 16, 1906. 

Dullness ruled in the fertilizer trade for the 
greater part of the week, though there were a 
few days in which brokers were able to trans- 
sact a liberal amount of business. Such 
trading as was done was in blood and tankage, 
there being little demand for the other classes 
of materials. There is a strong inquiry for 
bone meal and when any is offiered It is read- 
ily snapped up, but there is so little on the 
market that the prices are little more than 
nominal. 

DRIED BLOOD.—The offerings continue to 
be rather free, and the demand is tame. 
Buyers would probably take more of the ma- 
terial if the sellers would consent to make a 
liberal reduction in the price, but the latter, 
while willing to shade prices to some extent, 
are still, as a rule, above the ideas of the 
buyers. There is a strong attempt being made 
by the holders to work off the spot stuff, and 
this is rather a hard task, as the buyers will 
take the futures where they will not buy the 
blood for prompt shipment. The quotable price 
for blood is $2.40, while for futures the holders 
are asking the customary 2%c. advance for 
every deferred month. 

TANKAGE.—If there were any change in the 
conditions in the market this week, they were 
so slight as not to make any noticeable differ- 
ence. There seems to be plenty of high grade 
material on the market, and the buyers are 
only nibbling at it, while there is a strong 
demand for low-grade stuff which cannot be 
filled for the reason that the packers are not 
disposed to put out very much of this class of 
fertilizers. It is noticeable that there is less 
of the latter class of tankage being offered 
every year. Sellers can realize a better profit 
on the high grades and the claim is made that 
in the end it costs the user as much for the 
low grades as it does for those of higher per- 
centage. Brokers do not quote any change in 
prices this week, 12 and 12 being offeerd at 
$2.35 and 10; 11 and 15, $2.27% and 10; 9 and 
20 crushed, $2.17% and 10. For the low grades, 
when sellers are willing to let go, buyers are 
ready to pay $18@18.50 per ton. All the 
prices here quoted are f. o. b. Chicago. 

BONE MEAL.—The demand is strong and 
the offerings very meager. All that can be se- 
eured is readily absorbed by the buyers, and 
they are insatiable in their demand for more. 
There is very little straight raw bone on the 
market, but now and then brokers are able to 
offer a little Junk bone. This ts salable at 
$19.75@20 per ton. For ground steamed bone 
the quotable figure is $17.50 per ton and for 
unground $16.50. Prices are f. 0. b. Chicago. 

CONCENTRATED SHEEP MANURE.—There 
is no change in the market and the quotable 
price is the same as it wa’ last week, though 
there is practically nothing offered, the output 
having been sold ahead. The price is still §7.50 
per ton, Chicago. 
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London Linseed Market. 


Although the total shipments last week were 
quite liberal (America contributing the large 
total of 60,500 gers.) the market ruled fairly 
stbady up to Wednesday. There has been a 
fair demand for near Calcutta at 1%@3d. ad- 
vance on last week's figures; for shipment 
there has not been much inquiry, and prices. 
if anything, are rather easier; new crop, 
April-June, sold at 43s. 9d.; near Plate is also 
rather dearer, but for shipment about 34d. 
lower. The sailer off the coast was taken 
for London at about 40s. 744d., so that there is 
now a fair quantity of this description avail- 
able for London crushers. The better demand 
ruling this week for near seed points to stocks 
on the spot being quite small, It is stated that 
quite a large proportion of the recent ship- 
ments advised by cable for London will be di- 
verted to other destinations, probably Dunkirk 
and Hull. The Continent has been a quiet 
market on the whole, so far’as regards Indian 
and Plate seed, the inference being that there 
are still fair quantities of American to come 
forward during this month, and possibly also 
September. It will be noticed from the table 
printed on Tuesday that whereas the average 
price of spot London seed was 10%d. higher 
than in June, the spot price of oil was 6s. per 
ton lower. Yesterday the tone was very quiet 
and prices 1%@%d_ lower.

The shipments from the Argentine to Europe 
this week were 3,250 tons, making the total 
since January 1 ¢ 750 tons, against 507,400 





tons in the same period last ‘year and 791,500 
tons in 1904. 
The shipments of linseed from India from 


April 1 to date have amounted to 466,000 qrs. 
(Caleutta 317,000 qrs. and Bombay 149,000 qrs.), 
against 697.000 qrs. last season (Calcutta 270,- 
000 qrs, and Bombay 427,000 qrs.), and 1,326,- 
ooo qrs. in 1904 (Calcutta 812,000 qrs. and 
Bombay 514,000 qrs.). 

From Russia and the Danube the exports of 
linseed for the past season ending July 31 
amounted to 531,500 qrs., against 388,000 qrs.

Saturday Noon, Aug. 18, 1906. 


The increase of nearly 300,000 bbls. 
in the stocks of oil held in the North- 
ern fields may be regarded as a bearish 
feature of the pipe line reports for 
July, but when the very large produc- 
mid-con- 








tion in the Illinois and the 
tinent fields is taken in connection it 
is recognized that weakening in the 


price of the lower grade oils is a na- 
tural sé€quence. The stocks of these 
oils are accumulating and there is fear 
among producers that prices will go 
still lower. The decrease in the deliv- 
eries of over 800,000 bbls. of the Lima 
grades is accounted for by the use of 
oils from the newer States, these com- 
ing into direct competition, and will 
hereafter have to be considered in esti- 
mating the production and consump- 
tion of crude oil. Considering, there- 
fore, the situation as a whole, the out- 
look for the producer is not over hope- 
ful and lower prices are to be expected, 
The producers of the high grade oils, 
towever, contend that as their product 
is distinct and contains valuable prod- 
ucts not obtained from the other it 
should not be affected by the overpro- 
duetion of the Lima or equivalent 
grades, especially in view of the fact 
that the production cannot be in- 
creased .o a material extent. The re- 
ports from the producing districts dur- 
ing the past week have shown a larger 
number of completions and the results 
have also been somewhat better in that 
quite a number of wells have been re- 
ported showing large initial production 
and the average of the week’s wells 
was considerably higher. There were 
also 1 number of important gas wells 
brought in wh2re oil was expected and 
these helped to make up the average 
returns to the operators. The percent- 
age of dry holes reported was also 
somewhat smaller, and the week, as a 
whole, has therefore proved more sat- 
isfactory than any previous one in a 
long time. From the mid-continent 
fields the reports indicate a steady pro- 
duction, though there appears to be 
somewhat less activity in the search 
for oil. In Illinois there is no cessa- 
tion in the feverish endeavor to secure 
territory and it is expected that drill- 
ing operations will be greatly extended, 
the belief being that the productive 
area is much larger than at first sup- 
posed and a large increase in produc- 
tion is predicted. In the Texas and 
Louisiana fields an average amount of 
development work is in progress, but 
the production appears to be decreas- 
ing, the output of the older wells de- 
clining steadily. There has been no 
further change in the price of Texas 
crude. A synopsis of the last reports

Considerable discussion is going on 
regarding the governmental control 
which some distillers of otto of rose 
would have the Bulgarian authorities 
exercise over the quality of the oil ex- 
ported. At a conference held at Philip- 
polis it was resolved to advise the pro- 
ducers to destroy the plantations with 
rose trees pearing white roses as use- 
less, and to recommend steam distilla- 
tion, as it is quick and economical, and 
to build factories in every village on 
this system, capable of distilling 100,000 
kilos of rose flowers each. It is claimed 
that if the production were thus con- 
eentrated it could be controlled easily 
by the State, Those in favor of the plan 
propose that each factory should havea 
State inspector; thus adulteration 
would be prevented. The otto of rose 
produced in this way would then bear 
the mark of the State instead of only 
Customs mark as at present. Several 
prominent Bulgarian distillers oppose 
this plan. They insist that the prim- 
itive still produces an otto of rose supe- 
rior to the steam distilled article, and 
that this oil will always be a competi- 
tive factor,

The Manufacture of Plaster of Paris 
BY C. O. BARTLETT. 


The gypsum rock should be crushed 
down with some first-class crusher, jaw 
crusher preferred, to about 1l-in. cube. As 


' this material is mined in large cakes the 


opening should be not less than 20x12 in. 

The crushed gypsum rock should then 
be dried in a rotary direct-heat dryer. The 
products of combustion used in drying this 
material should not pass through the ma- 
terial on account of the danger of color- 
ing it, that is, the drying should be done 
on the outside of the dryer only. The size 
of the dryer must depend upon the ca- 
pacity required, and there should be con- 
nected with the dryer a good dust-settling 
onember to save the dust, which is valu- 
able. 

After the gypsum is thoroughly dried it 
should be again thoroughiy crushed in an 
ordinary pot or bowl crusher. It should 
then be ground to about 80-mesh fine. 
French buhr stones are mostly used, and 
are, no doubt, just as good as any other 
devices, although there are other ways for 
grinding used in different places. 

The ground gypsum should then be 
passed into a calcining kettle, usually 8 
feet in diameter and 8 feet high, with 
gears, flues, fire front, grates, doors, and 
an upright shaft and stirrers near the bot- 
tom driven with heavy gears above. The 
ground material is slowly passed into the 
calcining kettle, when it soon begins to 
boil. More material is gradually added 
u.itil the kettle is full. From the gypsum 
rock that has been crushed and dried 
thoroughly, a batch can be calcined in 
about 1% hours time, depending very much 
upon the dryness of the rock and the qual- 
ity of the finished product. 

The material contains enough moisture 
to boil it thoroughly for a short time; 
afte. it comes to a dead state, it will boil 
again, and in some cases even a third 
time. The more it boils the quicker it will 
set. For ordinary plaster work one boiling 
is all that is required; but in fine work or 
plaster of paris two boilings are neces- 
sary. 
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This calcining kettle is where the me- 
chanical change takes place. After it is 
sufficiently calcined, or boiled, as it were, 
it should be immediately emptied and 
placed in hoppers or bins made of brick 
or iron, after which it is ready to be con- 
veyel and elevated to storage bins, from 
whicn it is packed into barrels or sacks 
ready for the market. As soon as the 
kettle is emptied, another charge should 
be immediately a in. 

To manufacture, say, 100 tons of plaster 
a dé oe the following ‘machinery will be re- 
quired:—

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


Reports from the principal trade cen- 
ters show no important change in trade 
conditions and were to the effect that 
general trade has shown indications of 
early increase, and business as a whole 
has continued in excess of that at same 
time last year. The reports from the 
principal transportation companies are 
that they are still carrying a larger 
amount of miscellaneous freight than 
they did at this time last year. In the 
lines of trade represented by the Re- 
porter the demand for chemicals has 
shown some increase for prompt ship- 
ment, and for forward shipment busi- 
.ness has been quiet, while deliveries on 
contracts have been up to the average 
for the season. There has been a fair 
jobbing movement of drugs, and fur- 
ther speculative manipulation is re- 
ported, but in a large way business has 
been light. The movement of dyestuffs 
has been fair during the past week. 
The demand for paints has been sea- 
sonable and there are indications of an 
early opening of fall activity. Oils 
have been in irregular request. Some 
of the seed oils have been in good de- 
mand, while others have been dull. 
Fish oils have been quiet and animal 
and mineral oils have been in good 
request. The industrial situation shows 
no important change and continues 
satisfactory, though labor complica- 
tions are still causing trouble. Activ- 
ity in the building trades has been re- 
sumed, although the strikes have not 
all been settled. The reports from the 
metal trades continue satisfactory and 
the demand for railway supplies has 
apparently increased. The reports from 
the textile industry show improvement, 
but some of the mill owners are still 
at odds with their operatives, who de- 
mand increased pay. Manufacturers 
of all classes of machinery report a 
continued good demand for their prod- 
ucts. The labor situation shows little 
improvement, and, although a few 
strikes have been adjusted, many oth- 
ers have been reported, while troubles 
have broken out afresh in the mining 
regions and rioting has been reported. 
In this city new strikes have been re- 
ported in several trades, and the strike 
fever still appears to be in an acute 
stage. The great agricultural staples 
have developed weakness, due to the 
crop reports, and the variations have 
been within a moderate range. Wheat 
opened on Monday at 79%c. and devel- 
oped weakness, with moderate varia- 
tions from day to day. The range for 
the week for September delivery was 
77144@79%c., with the close on Friday at 
78c. Corn started the week at 56%c., 
and weakened steadily, declining later, 
The range for the week for September 
delivery was 5554@56%c., with the close 
on Friday at 55%c. Oats sold at 37%c. 
on Monday and later at 36c., closing at 
that on Friday. Cotton was easy early 
in the week, and weakened daily and 
closed easy on Friday. The range for 
the week for October delivery was 9.21 
@9.65c., with the close on Friday at 


9.21c. Lard was strong early in the 
week and declined later, but showed 
more strength near the close. 


The range at Chicago for Septem- 
ber delivery was  8.55@8.75c., with 
the close on Friday weak at 8.67%c. 
The market for time money was firmer 
during the past week, while the supply 
was fair and the demand farly active. 
Rates at the close were 4%@5 per cent. 
for thirty to sixty days, 4%@5 per 
cent. for ninety days, 54@5% per cent. 
for four months and 5%@6 per cent. 
for longer periods. Money on call at 
the Stock Exchange ranged from 2@4% 
per cent., with the bulk of the loans 
made at 3% per cent. The average rate 
was 3% per cent. The closing rate on 
Friday was 3% per cent. Mercantile 
paper has been in moderate supply dur- 
ing the past week, with the demand 
light and rates firmer. Rates at the 
close were 544@6 per cent. for sixty to 
ninety days’ indorsements, 5%@6 per 
cent. for choice single names having 
four to six months to run, and 6% per 
cent. for other grades. The price of 
silver declined early in the week, but 
later advanced and closed strong but 
quiet on Friday at 66%c., showing an 
advance of %c. over the closing price 
of last week. Mexican dollars closed 
at 50%c. bid and 53%c. asked. Gold 
to the amount of $2,125,000 was en- 
gaged early in the week from London. 
The market for sterling exchange de- 
clined early in the week, then became 
somewhat irregular, closing weak on 
Friday. Rates for actual business at 
the close were 4.8185@4.8190 for sixty 
days, 4.84%@4.8480 for demand and 
4.85% for cables. The supply of grain 
and cotton bills has been scarce, while 
the demand was fair. Rates at the 
close were strong at 4.81@4.82%. The 
Industrials have shown no _ decided 
change, there having been no news or 
developments to affect this class of 
securities, and they were apparently 
little affected by the course at the gen- 
eral market. Trading was tame 
throughout the week, in fact the situa- 
tion was featureless. The general list 
of securities dealt in on the Stock Ex- 
change has been decidedly irregular 
with rapid changes, in great part due 
to manipulative operations, while trad- 
ing early in the week was quiet. Later 
in the week the market became unset- 
tled, but on Friday came a sharp ad- 
vance with active trading, the leading 














feature being the advance in the Union 
Pacific dividend, causing excited rise 
in that stock. 

Sugar stock was unusually quiet 
throughout the week, but nevertheless 
developed strength, while it was sus- 
ceptible to trading influences, the vari- 
ations being thus attributed. There 
was no news to affect the stock, nor 
did it appear to be influenced by the 


course of the general market. The last 
sale on Friday was at 137. 
The fluctuations during the week 


have been from 135%@138%, the lowest 
on Monday and the highest Saturday, 
closing to-day at 138% bid. 

Cotton Oil stock was decidedly tame 
and showed only slight variations, due 
to trading influences. The prospects 
of a large cotton crop was thought to 
be favorable to the concern’s interests, 
and on this some strength was im- 
parted as buyers appeared, but they 
soon subsided, and less interest was 
shown. The last sale reported, on 
Thursday, was at 32%. 

The fluctuations during the week 
have been from 31%@32%, the lowest 
Wednesday and the highest Thursday, 
closing to-day at 32 bid. 

Lead stock was traded in to a mod- 
erate extent, in fact it was the only 
one of the Industrials to attract much 
attention, although there were no de- 
velopments. The stock was swayed by 
trading influences and apparently was 
uninfluenced by the course of the gen- 
eral market. The quarterly dividend 
of 1 per cent. on common, payable Oc- 
tober 1, and of 1% per cent. on pre- 
ferred, payable September 16, have been 
declared. The last sale on Friday was 
at 79%.

Linseed stock was neglected during 
the greater part of the week, with bids 
and offers infrequent.

Petroleum Refining Improvement. 


Consul Rufus Fleming, of Edinburgh, 
further describes the new Macalpine 
process of refining oils, for which a 
British patent has just been granted:— 


The objects of this invention are stated 
to be (1) to cheapen the process of re- 
fining mineral and petroleum oils by sim- 
plifying and shortening the operations 
required and lessening the amount of 
waste products; (2) to improve the color 
of the oil, and (3) to lessen its liability to 
char the wick and explode when used as 
a burning oil. 

There are three stages in the new pre- 
cess. First, neutralizing any acid which 
may be in the oil under treatment by 
mixing with the oil an alkaline solution 
prepared by dissolving 1 pound of car- 
bonate of soda in 10 pounds of water, and 
using about 1 pound of the solution to 
every 20 pounds of oil, and agitating the 
whole for half an hour, afterward sub- 
jecting such oil to a preliminary distil- 
lation; second, taking such distillate, or 
oil not requiring such acid neutralization 
and preliminary distillation, and treating 
it with an excess of weak sulphuric acid 
in order to precipitate the substances in 
the oil, which cannot remain in solution 
in presence of this acid, and thus render 
the remaining impurities susceptible of 
easy oxidation; and third, treating the 
oil so prepared with weak sulphuric acid 
in presence of suitable oxidizing agents, 
and then preferably rapidly boiling the 
same, 

In carrying out the second part of their 
invention the patentees mix into the oil 
5 per cent. by — of sulphuric acid, 
say about 1.72 specific gravity, maintain- 
ing the whole at a temperature of about 
40 degrees C., with intermittent agitation 
for about half an hour, after which the 
oil is allowed to settle for four or five 
hours and then drawn off from the tars, 
when it is fit for the last treatment. This 
consists in passing the oil into a suitable 
boiling vessel having an inverted con- 
denser attached and adding to the oil the 
oxidizing agent, such as the oxides or 
hydrates of manganese, preferably finely 
ground black oxide of manganese ore, in 
proportion about 5 per cent. of the oxi- 
dizing agent to the weight of the oil and 
10 per cent. of weak sulphuric acid of 
a specific gravity not exceeding 1.2. Af- 
ter the reaction has ceased the solution 
of sulphate of manganese, together with 
any excess of sulphuric acid which may 
be present, are allowed to settle, after 





which the oil is drawn off, and after the 
usual treatment with acid and alkali, 1s 
distilled in the usual way. 

In regard to the failure of previous 
attempts to refine mineral oil by means 
of the combined use of sulphuric acid of 
usual commercial strength and oxidizing 
agents, Dr, Macalpine says that in his 
opinion such want of success has been 
due to the fact that the acid used was 
of a strength sufficient to disintegrate 
the oil and dissolve the manganese and 
result in an oxidization of too vigorous 
a character. It is claimed for this in- 

| vention that it obviates these disadvan- 
tages by the use of an acid so weak as to 
have no action upon the oil and which 
does not act upon the oxidant itself ex- 
cept by the interposition of the impurities 
in the oil.

The Pure Food and Drug Law. 
Washington, Aug. 17, 1906. 


A recent erroneous announcement in the 
daily press to the effect that the com- 
mission appointed to draft regulations for 
the enforcement of the new pure food 
and drug law will meet in Washington 
September 17, instead of in New York, 
as heretofore announced in this corre- 
spondence, has brought many inquiries 
to the Treasury and the Department of 
Agriculture regarding the commission’s 
plans. Incidentally a number of inter- 
esting questions have been raised as to 
which it is possible to supply authentic 
information. 

The commission has not changed its 
plan to give hearings in New York, be- 
ginning Monday, September 17, and last- 
ing until Friday, September 28, if a suffi- 
cient number of persons desire to be heard 
to occupy the time. The place of meeting 
has not yet been selected, but members 
of the commission now express prefer- 
ence for one of the uptown hotels rather 
than one of the Federal buildings, be- 
lieving that they can thus secure im- 
munity from interruption and materially 
expedite their work. Chairman H, F. 
Wiley, chief of the Bureau of Chemistry 
of the Department of Agriculture, is the 
only member of the commission now in 
the city, and he will leave in a few days 
for Lake Sunapee, N. Y., where he will 
join his colleagues, Messrs. James L. 
Gerry, chief of the customs division of 
the Treasury Department, who is secre- 
tary of the commission, and 8S. N. D. 
North, director of the census. The meet- 
a of the commission at Lake Sunapee

This year 1 
is low, and with no prospects for improve- 
ment Taking all these facts together, 
the bears say, it is impossible to figure out 
anything but a lower market. The fav- 
orite position of the bulls at this time is 
that there is a strong foreign demand 
which is due to the shortage of the last 
world’s crop, the increase in America nol 
making up the shortage in Argentine and 
India. What difference does it make, say 
the bulls, if the crop in this country is 
heavy, if the world’s supply is small, and 
the foreigners, who in the past have de- 
pended on South America and India, have 
not been able to secure the seed any place 
but in this country. It does not make 
much difference, they say, whether the 
buyer is an American crusher or a Eu- 
ropean, so long as the seed is absorbed. 
The available supply of seed, or rather 
the visible supply of seed, at this time is 
one of the lightest in years, there being 
only 1,685,000 bushels at Duluth and Min- 
neapolis, while a year ago there were 56,- 
8.000 bushels in sight at those two points, 
And this, it is pointed out, is true in spite 
of the fact that we have passed through 
one of the biggest crop years in trade his- 
tory. The offerings have all been ab- 
sorbed. They at least are not in sight, 
and therefore, with the prospects that 
there will continue to be a good foreign 
demand, the bulis argue that prices should 
be held to high levels. The bullish argu-

The British Trade Journal contains 
the following statement in regard to 
the presence of mineral oil in the island 
of Trinidad:— 

E. H. Cunningbam-Craig, who recently 
read a paper on the “Oil Fields of Trini- 
dad,’ points out that there is in Trinidad 
an oil field of at least 500 square miles, 
at a conservative estimate, which has 
never been adequately tested in any part, 
and over a large part of this area a pro- 


duction of oil could be confidently ex- 
pected. Much of the ground has been 
carefully examined, the geological struc- 


ture proved, and the outcrops of the oil- 
bearing strata mapped. It only remains 
to make the actual experimental borings. 
Derricks can be placed so as to strike the 
oil rocks at any depth considered most 
convenient, but it cannot be estimated 
how much oil would be obtained. That 
the oil fields will be successful the evi- 
dence the author has gathered during the 
last two and a half years does not allow 
him to doubt, but how important the in- 
dustry may become is a matter upon 
which it would be vain to speculate at 
present. At the least a new and valuable 
asset of the empire is waiting for ex-

New features of important interest 
have been lacking in the chemical mar- 
ket during the past week and season- 
ably quiet conditions continue to pre- 
vail. There has been no unusual press- 
ure to sell, and the general undertone 
of the market has shown a fair degree 
of steadiness, with prices maintained 
at old figures. Improvement in new 
business in a small way has been noted 
in a few commodities, and indications 
seem to point to an active, higher 
market during the autumn and early 
winter. Bleach appears to be the only 
drug on the market at present, prob- 
ably due to its poor keeping qualities 
during hot weather. The stringency in 
blue vitriol has passed, and the selling 
pressure noted for some time in arsenic 
seems to have been eliminated.

A better jobbing demand is 
reported for powdered and prices have 
ruled steadier on the basis of 25,@3c., 
as to test, make, quantity, point of de- 
livery and terms of sale. 

SALT CAKE.—Additional orders to 
regular deliveries have been booked 
during the week on the basis of 65c. and 
upward, delivered, as to quantity, seller 
and terms of sale. 

SAL SODA.—A continued firm mar- 
ket has been in progress with the.con- 
suming inquiry mainly for parcels of a 
spot jobbing character. Contract de- 
liveries have been moving in a satis- 
factory way, and additional orders are 
reported on the basis of .70c., f.

Production of Fluor.par. 


Washington, August 17, 1906. 


The production of fluorspar in 1905 
showed a gain of 60 per cent. in quantity 
as compared with 1904, according to the 
annual report of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey, compiled by EH. O. Hovey. 
The demand for the product for the man- 
ufacture of hydrofluoric acid and other 
fluorine compounds and for the production 
of opalescent glass, as well as for use*in 
steel making, greatly stimulated the out- 
put last year. Following is an advance 
abstract of this report:— 


Occurrence.—Fluorspar, or fluorite, the fluor- 
ide of calcium (CsF2), although it occurs wide- 
ly associated with other minerals in veins in 
many geological horizons, is found in com- 
mercially important quantities in but few 
slaces within the United States, though there 
are reported to be other deposits which could 
be exploited to advantage if transportation 
facilities were adequate. 

The principal fluorspar producing deposits 
of the country are Caldwell, Livingston and 
Crittenden counties, Kentucky, and Hardin and 
Pope counties, Ilinois, though there have been 
reports of valuable prospects in neighboring 
counties. Colorado has begun to be an impor- 
tant producer, and a small but increasing pro- 
duction is reported from Western Tennessee. 
Arizona, which has reported the production of 
varying quantities of flourspar in recent years, 
dropped out of the producing list in_ 1905, as- 
sessment work being all that was done upop 
the prospects there. 

The fluorspar-bearing belt of the Kentucky- 
Illinois district forms a zone of Mississippian 
(Lower Carboniferous) limestone about 75 miles 
long, from northwest to southeast, and 30 
miles wide. The ore deposits of the Kentucky- 
Illinois fluorspar district occur in veins along 
fissures produced by faulting of the sedimen- 
tary rocks. The principal mineral occurring in 
the veins is fluorspar, the remarkable abund- 
ance of which is the striking characteristic 
of the district. Calcite, quartz and barite are 
likewise abundant. Kaolin is occasionally as- 
sociated with these minerals. The original 
metallic minerals of the veins are galena, the 
sulphide of lead, blende, or ‘‘jack,’’ the sul- 
phide of zinc; pyrite and marcanite, sulphides 
of fron; chalcopyrite, the sulphide of copper 
and iron; and stibnite, a sulphide of antimony. 
Few secondary minerals have been reported. 
The principal are cerussite, carbonate of lead; 
smithsonite, carbonate of zinc; limonite, hy- 
drous oxide of iron; malachite, hydrous oxide 
of copper, and native copper. Still other min- 
erals which have been reported from the region 


are ankerite, wad, greenockite, calamine, hy- 
drozincite, pyromorphite, sulphur and some 
hydrocarbons. 


The veins are of unusual thickness, frequent- 
ly 10 to 12 feet, and o¢casionally 25 feet or 
more, and are remarkable for the great abund- 
ance and the purity of the fluorite, The lead 
and zinc minerals are present in such quan- 
tities that they would not pay for the explol- 
tation of the veins, but at some of the mines 
the metallic ores are saved as a_ by-product 
in the extraction of the fluorspar. The remain- 
ing minerals above noted are of no economic 
importance. 

The fluorite usually occurs in sheets which 
do not show crystal forms, but here and there 
there are vugs—open spaces—which are_ lined 
with well-developed crystals. The octahedral 
cleavage of the mineral is always in evidence. 
The fluorite is usually white or colorless, but 
purple, yellow and green varieties are com- 
mon, though green has not been found in Ken- 
tuckvy Much of the fluorspar shows a banded 
structure, due to difference in color. These 
colors of the mineral are generally held to 
result from the presence of hydrocarbons, and 
Smith thinks that the purple color is an effect 
of the oxidation of a hydrocarbon, which is 
present even in the white spar. Some of the 
specimens are of very brilliant luster. 

Rain believes that the deposits will prove 
permanent to greater depths than can be 
economically worked, and that the low price 
of the ore will in most places preclude ex- 
loitation below 1,000 feet from the surface. 

he largest and deepest mines now in opera- 
tion are at Rosiclare, Ill., where the veins 
have been worked to a depth of 300 feet. The 
Kentucky mines have not gone so deep, none 
of them being much below 150 feet from_the 
surface. The pinching out of some of the Ken- 
tucky deposits below that depth, which was 
reported in 1904, caused the closing of several 
heretofore important mines. That the mines. 
however, are not exhausted is shown by pros- 
peting work which has proved the existence 
of large bovies of first quality spar at greater 
depths than have yet been reached by the Ken- 
tucky mines. This loss, however, has been 
more than made up by increased production 
from other deposits. A peculiarity of the Ken- 
tucky-Illinois district is the association of 
basic igneous dikes with the veins of fluorspar, 
particularly in the vicinity of the Ohio River. 

A small quantity of fluorspar’ was shipped 
in 1905 from Smith county, Tenn. The Tennes- 
see mineral, which is of high grade, occurs in 
Trousdale and Smith counties in fissure veins, 
which intersect formation of Ordovician age, 
and are therefore much older than those out- 
cropping in the Kentucky-Illinois district; but 
thus far no igneous rocks have been reported 
from the near vicinity of the ore bodies. It is 
said that lumps of pure fluorspar, 1,500 pounds 
in weight, have been taken from these veins. 
Deposits of fluorspar, corresponding in every 
respect with those found in Smith county, 
Tenn., occur in Mercer, Jessamine, Fayette 
and probably other counties in central Ken- 
tucky. In most of these Ordovician limestone 
fissures, however, the fluorspar is rather in- 
timately associated with barite. 

The Colorado fluorspar occurs in strong veins 
near Jamestown, Boulder county, and is re- 
ported to be worked by open-cut methods. 
The region is in the Front Range of the Rocky 
Mountains, and the rocks are crystallines of 
Algonkian age associated with moderately basic 
igneous intrusions (andesites) of later date, 

Production.—The total production of fluorspar 
in 1905 is reported at 57,385 short tons, valued 
at $362,488, most of which came from the mines 
in Illinois and Kentucky. This is an increase 
of 20.933 short tons in quantity and of $127,733 
in value, as compared with 36,452 short tons, 
valued at $234,755, in 1904. The production, 
furthermore, is greater than ever before, sur- 
passing the previous record year, 1902, by 
9,367 short tons in quantity and $90,656 in 
value. The companies report such active de- 
mand for fluorspar that the production for 1906 
is likely to exceed greatly that for 1905. The 
operators in Illinois and Kentucky are serious- 
ly hampered in working their mines by the dif- 
ficulty of getting reliable and competent work- 
men. 

The production of fluorspar in Illinois in 1905 
is reported as having been 33,275 short tons, 
valued at $220,206, an increase of 16,070 short

tons in quantity and of $98,084 in value over 
the reported production of 17,205 short tons, 
valued at $122,172, in 1904. The reports show 
that 2,313 short tons of the Illinois product 
were sold in the ground condition, the remain- 
ing being sold as lump and gravel. About 500 
short tons are reported as having been mined 
in Illinois in 1905, but not marketed. 


Kentucky has fallen to second place as a pro- 


ducer of fluorspar, the output in 1905 being 
22,694 short tons, valued at $132,362. This, 


however, is an increase of 3,598 short tons in 
quantity and of $20,863 in value as compared 
with 19,096 short tons, valued at $111,499, in 
1904, About 5,220 short tons of this produc- 
tion were sold in the ground condition, while 
the remainder was disposed of as lump and 







gravel. <A production of 1,912 short tons mined 
in 1905, but not marketed, is reported from 
Kentucky. 

The production in Tennessee shows an in- 
crease over that reported for 1904, and 25 
tons were mined but not sold.

The record shows that there was an increase 
in the production of fluorspar in the year 1899 
of more than 100 per cent, over 1898, and that 
there was also another increase of about 150 
per cent. in 1902 over the preceding year. 
From 1902, however, there was a gradual de- 
crease in production with carrying conditions 
as to price realized until 1905, when there was 
a sudden and great increase in both quantity 
and value over any previous year. 

Imports.—There is no separate statement in 
the report of the Bureau of Statistics regarding 
the quantity of fluorspar imported into the 
United States, hence no comparison can be 
made between the domestic and the imported 
production, though it is known that the com- 
petition of the foreign product is severely felt. 
The domestic fluorspar is purer and brings 
much higher prices than the imported. 

Uses.—The highest grade of fluorspar, *‘Amer- 
ican lump No. 1,’’ is pure white or clear pale 
blue in color and does not contain more than 
1 per cent, of silica. Such material is used 
in the manufacture of opalescent glass, in the 
making of enamels and ‘‘agate’’ ware and in 
the production of hydrofluoric acid and other 
ehemical compounds of fluorine. Both lump 
and ground mineral are shipped for these pur- 
poses. The second grade of fluorspar, ‘‘Amer- 
ican lump No, 2,’ includes the colored va- 
rieties and is limited to a content of not 
more than 4 per cent. of silica. This is sold 
in lump or gravel form and is used in the 
manufacture of open-hearth steel, because it 
imparts great fluidity to the slag. The third 
grade of fluorspar, ‘‘gravel,’’ includes all of 
the mineral that carries more than 4 per cent 
of silica and all that is mixed with calcite. 
This material is used in foundry work on ac 
count of the clean character which it gives to 
iron castings. 

Prices.—The quotations at Pittsburgh deter- 
mine the prices which the Illinois and Ken- 
tucky miners receive for their fluorspar, and 
the Pittsburgh quotations are partly controlled 
by the prices of the foreign fluorspar, which 
supplies part of the Pittsburgh trade and al 
most the whole of the Eastern demand. The 
lilinois mineral was sold for a considerably 
higher average price than that from Kentucky. 
The price of the Illinois crude fluorspar 
ranged in 1905 from $5 to $8 per short ton, 
with an average of $5.26, while the Kentucky 
crude spar ranged from $4 to $5 per ton, with 
an average of $4.74 per ton, The Tennessee 
lump spar is of high grade, as is shown by 
its having realized an average price of $6.62 
per short ton. 

The prices reported as having been received 
for ground fluorspar in 1905 were from $10 to 
$12 per short ton, with greater demand for the 
higher priced material than could be satisfied. 
In 1904 the average price received for this 
material was $8.44 per short ton; in 1903, $9.99, 
and in 1902. $9.98. Contracts have been made 
for a still higher price in 1906. 

Cryolite.—Considerable quantities of the min- 
eral cryolite are imported from Greenland each 
year for use in the manufacture of sodium 
salts. In the processes of manufacture cal- 
cium fluoride results as a by-product. The 
quantity of the artificial fluoride made depends, 
of course, upon the quantities of cryolite 
treated, and is said to be usually from 3,000 
to 4,000 short tons per year. 

The quantity of cryolite imported during the 
year 1905 is reported as 1,600 long tons, valued 


at $22,482, as against 959 tons, valued at 
$13,708, in 1904, and 7,708 tons, valued at 
$102.879, in 1903.

Production of Pigments of the 


Anthracite Series. 


A new process for the preparation of 
pigments of the anthracene series has 
been introduced in France by Frederick 
Bayer et Cie. It consists in treating 
1-amido-2-halogen anthraquinone, 2-amido- 
l-halogen anthraquinone or derivatives of 
these products by means of metallic salts 
in presence of suitable solvent or diluant, 
advantageously in presence of substances 
slightly basic, as, for example, acetate of 
soda. Thus, pigments from blue to green, 
and of great technical value, are said to 
be obtained. These are hydroazine deri- 
vatives of anthraquinone. By treating 
these pigments with reducing agents in 
an alkaline solution they are converted 
into hydrogenized products capable of em- 
ployment for the dyeing and printing of 
cotton, according to the methods which 
serve for fixing indigo, ete. Thus, bright 
and solid shades are secured, 

Example 1. A mixture of 10 kilograms 
of 1-amido-2-bromo-anthraquinone, 200 kil. 
of nitrobenzine, 1 kil. of cupric chloride 
and 5 kil. of anhydrous acetate of soda 
is heated to 190-200 deg. C. In about two 
hours the pigment is filtered; this has 
been separated during the operation in 
small blue crystals. These are washed in 
alcohol and afterwards in hot water. 

The resulting pigment is almost insolu- 
ble in glacial acetic acid, chloroform, 
acetic ketone and pyridine; soluble, hot, 
into greenish blue in nitrobenzene and 
anitine, and soluble in concentrated sul- 

huric acid into olive yellow. On treating 
t with reducing agents in alkaline solu- 
tions a blue product is obtained. which 
dyes cotton in pure blue shades of great 
solidity. 

Example 2. A mixture of 10 kil. of 
1-amido-2-bromo-anthraquinone, 6 kil. of 
anhydrous acetate of soda, 1 kil. of zine 
chloride and 100 kil. of nitrobenzene, is 
heated to boiling. In three hours the 
reaction is completed. The crystallized 
pigment is filtered and washed with alco- 

ol and with hot water. It is identical 
with the pigment described in example 1, 

Example 3. A mixture of 10 kil, of 1-3- 
dibromo-2-amido anthraquinone, 200 kil. of 
nitrobenzene, 5 kil. of anhydrous acetate 
of soda and 0.5 kil. of cupric chloride is 
heated to boiling. In about three hours 
the action is terminated. The separated 
pigment is filtered and washed with alco- 
nol and with hot water.

The piemeet thus obtained dissolves 
with difficulty in nitrobenzene and aniline, 
hot, into a greenish blue. On treatment 
with alkaline reducers a product is ob- 
tained, which dyes cotton not mordanted 
a greenish blue. 

In the following table some representa- 
tives of this series of pigments are given, 
with the shades for cotton not mor-

_ Example 4. A mixture is heated to about 
50 deg. consisting of 10 kil, of a ten per 
cent. paste of the pigment obtained from 
1-4-diamido-2-3-dibromoanthraquinone, 500 
liters of water, 30 liters of a solution of 
hydrosulphite of 20 deg. Be and 10 liters 
of a 27 per cent lye of caustic soda. The 
heating is continued until the reduction 
of the pigment is complete. The cotton 
is put in the bath, manipulated from half 
an hour to an hour, taken out, exposed to 
the air for some time and washed with 
plenty of water. A splendid green tint is 
thus obtained. 

On the same principle the pigments mav 
be used for printing on cotton.

Production of Cacao. 


Consul John C. Caldwell writes that 
cacao is grown in Costa Rica on the 
coast and on the frontiers some dis- 
tance from San Jose, and he is indebt- 
ed for the following information in re- 
gard to cacao to Mr. Leon Laprades, 
who is the largest individual exporter 
in Costa Rica:— 
cultivated, 


Two varieties of cacao are 
the “criollo’’ and the ‘“‘calabasillo."’ The 
latter gives the best results. There are 
under cultivation some 2,000 or more 
acres. It is estimated that 1,100 pods 
yield 100 kilos (220 pounds) of fresh, or 
about 100 pounds of dried, cacao. Cacao 
for exports costs at the Atlantic port of 
Limon about 7 cents United States gold 
per pound. In the local market of San 


Jose it sells, if sun dried, at 8 or 8% cents 
per pound; if cured by machinery, at |) 
or 10% cents per pound. The production 
is increasing; exportations within 1904, in 


round numbers, 260,000 pounds; in 1905, 
325,000 pounds. There were also sold in 


the country last year from 175,000 to 190,000 
pounds. Rubber trees as shade for cacao 
have not proved a success. Insects do 
no great damage, but the pods are some- 
times injured by a fungus growth. 

The plantations are mostly owned bv 
foreigners, and I do not know of any 
American who devotes his time solely to 
cacao. A few may raise a little in connec- 
tion with bananas. There is land avall- 
able for cacao growing on both coasts. 
Wild land on the Atlantic side could be 
bought at $5 to $7 per acre. If the land 
were also suitable for bananas it would 
be held at a much higher price, perhaps 
$25 an acre. On the Pacific side land is 
cheaper. Labor on the Atlantic is mostly 
performed by Jamaican negroes, who re- 
ceive, on the average, 70 cents gold per 
day. On the Pacific native peons receive 
1 colon (46% cents), and in some localities 
even less. There are no export or other 
taxes. All goods exported pay a wharf- 
age equivalent to about one-fifth of a 
eent gold per kilo (two and one-fifth 
pounds). 
BRITISH GUIANA. 

Consul John McMackin, in a report 
from Georgetown, states that the area 
under cacao cultivation in British 
Guiana is estimated to be 1,500 acres, 
and the quantity exported annuallv 
varies between 50,000 and 125,000 
pounds. He continues:— 

The difference between the production 
and the export is consumed locally. There 
are two factories manufacturing chocolate 
for local consumption. The criollo, foras- 
tero and calabacillo are cultivated. The 
criollo is the best, but is not as hardy 
as the forastero, which is the one usually 
grown here. The calabacillo is inferior. 
the beans being flat and of a bitter taste. 
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With favorable weather the average 
yearly production may be taken at 25,000 
pounds per 100 acres, or, say, one pound 
per tree, but this is exceeded by a few 
properties which have been intelligently 
planted and shaded and have been care- 
tully looked after, and the production of 
such does not fall far short of 35,000 
pounds per 100 acres. Only one small 
property of 120 acres is owned by parties 
residing in the United States. The price 
realized for home consumption is from $i1 
to $12 per 100 pounds, but increased pro- 
duction would sodn cause a drop and the 
foreign market rate counted on. There 
is no noticeable increase in the produc- 
tion, and the area under cultivation is not 
much greater than it was four or five 
years ago. Local men of means are not 
inclined to embark in cultivating a prod- 
uct that takes at least eight years for re- 
turns. The trees are not much injured by 
insects. There are, however, the cacao 
pod disease (phytopthora omnivora) ana 
brown rot (diplodia cacaoicola) to be 
found on some of the estates which are 
not so well drained and looked after. The 
lands along rivers and coast most suita 
ble for cacao have no natural drainage 
They are below sea level, and consequent- 
ly ‘“‘kokers’’ have to be used to shut out 
the high tides, and in heavy weather 
they are opened twice during twenty-four 
hours to drain off the surplus water. 

Crown land can be bought at less than 
50 cents an acre. It is usually heavily 
wooded, and the cost of bringing an acre 
of such land into cultivation with the ne- 
cessary draining trenches is somewhat 
heavy. Forty dollars would cover’ the 
first twelve months’ expenses, which 
would also include the cost of young 
cacao plants easily purchased from the 
Government Botanic Station at $1.50 per 
100 plants six to nine months old. The 
cost of keeping an acre in proper culti- 
vation for the second and up to the 
eighth year would not exceed $18 per an- 
num. Some returns might be_ secured 
from growing catch crops, but this is an 
uncertain calculation. Buildings, curing 
house and laborers’ houses are additional 
costs. East Indian coolies and black la- 
borers are employed. The wage is 32 
cents gold per day, but they earn 25 per 
cent. more by job work, which is satis- 
factory to both parties. There is a ten- 
dency to treat Mondays as holidays and 
work only one-half day on Saturdays. No 
doubt the enervating climate accounts for 
the disinclination to work more than four 
days a week. 

There is no export or other tax on ca- 
cao, but on rubber which is collected in 
the interior from crown lands a royalty 
of 2 cents per pound is collected on ex- 
port. The planting of rubber as shade 
for cacao has not yet been much tried, ag 
no new properties are being established. 
The local department of agriculture hag 
advised the planting of rubber as shade, 
and no doubt a few plantation owners will 
try the experiment. Two or three parties 
have obtained crown lands, of which 
there is considerable suitable area for 
rubber growing. Probably the idea is to 
interest foreign capital. The colony is 
free from hurricanes, and the occasional 
abandonment of a sugar estate would 
appear to give a surplus of labor. The 
land of an abandoned plantation, after 
the buildings and machinery have been 
disposed of, can usually be bought for 
about $5 per acre. Jt is .usually welt 
drained and possibly suitable for cacao. 
It suggests itself as a cheaper method of 
establishing a cacao plantation, and has 
the advantages of a labor supply on the 
spot. Transportation to the shipping port 
Georgetown is all by water. Freight by 






sailing craft or river steamer does not 
exceed 15 cents per bag for distances of 
thirty, forty or fifty miles.

Mescala and Rio Seco, in 
rather sandy but rich soil. The cacao 
produced is of good quality. Cacao is 
usually transplanted, Fresh and carefully 
selected seed should be used, which is 
planted in long, narrow boxes some eight 
inches apart and about one and one-half 
inches deep. The seed boxes are then cov- 
ered with loose leaves, which are removed 
after two weeks, and a shelter about 
three feet in height substituted to protect 
the young plants from the sun. January 
and February are considered most favora- 
ble, but planting is also done during June 
and July. While the seed is developing in 
the beds, and after the tand has been 
carefully cleared and prepared to receive 
the young plants, sprouts of the chontal 
tree are set out in regular lines and at a 
distance of about sixteen feet, or at 
whatever distance it is intended to pre 
serve between the cacao plants, alternat- 
ing the chontal with sprouts of the cocoite 
trees. In about a year’s time, or perhaps 
less, these young trees will afford the 
shade required for the cacao, and the 
young plants may now be set out. The 
greatest care should be exercised not to 
disturb the soil that clings to the roots 
of the young plant. It is well to take up 
a little of the soil with it. Cacao plants 
are sometimes set out when only six 
months old, if sufficiently developed, but 
in all cases the soil must have been well 
prepared to receive them, and above all 
kept clear of weeds. 

As many as 400 trees are usualy set 
out to the acre, but some planters claim 
to have: obtained better results with 320 
or 280. The plants will begin to bear in 
about four years, and will then produce 
about 200 pods yearly, which may be gath- 
ered at odd times or at regular intervals, 
say, four iimes per year. The beans are 
removed from the pods, washed and dried 
in the sun for three days. They are then 
ready for the market. No machinery is 
employed in this oneration, at least not 
in Tabasco; but doubtless some machinery 
could be utilized to advantage. The ca- 
‘ao tree will thrive at an elevation of 
from fifty feet to a moderate altitude, but 
always requires a sheltered location. In 


pa, Teapa, 


the State of Tabasco and at this high 
level trees have attained ‘the age of 
forty years, and have been good _ pro- 
ducers from the age of five to thirty 
years. In other parts of this State thirty 
vears is about the limit. The value of 
the rroduct is determined by the color 


and the size of the bean. Imperfect grains 
are sold at lower prices. The present mar- 
ket value of a fair grade, as quoted «t 
Vera Cruz, is 23 cents United States cur- 
rency per pound. No cacao was shipped 
to the Tnited States from this consular 
jurisdiction during the past year.
